GREAT STEEL TRUST 
BUYING RAILROADS 


Control of Cleveland, Lorain 
and Wheeling Already 
Secured. 


' 


Marion County, W. Va, Coal Lands 
Purchased for $14,000,000—Har- 
rison County Fields to Be 


Absorbed. 


One important step has been taken inci- 
dental to the formation of the “ Billion 
Dollar Steel Trust.’’ That colossal under- 
taking proposes more than merely the con 
solidation of leading iron and steel making 
plants. That is most important and by far 
the biggest thing in view; but the plans un- 
der way are comprehensive enough to in- 
clude the acquirement of control of certain 
coal and iron railways operating in what 
will the giant trust’s territory. This 
first reported accomplishment appears in 
the purchase of control of the Cleveland, 
Lorain and Wheeling Railroad. Final 
tails in this transaction were completed on 
Saturday and yesterday at the banking of- 
fices of Blair & Co. and J. P. Morgan & Co. 

The Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling 
toad runs from Wheeling, West Va., up to 
Lake Erie, with termini at both Cleveland 
and Lorain, covering about 200 miles. It 
is capitalized for $8,000,000 common stock 
and $5,000,000 preferred, and official reports 
show a dividend upon the preferred stock. 
Along the line are a variety of prosperous 
industrial properties established there be- 
cause of the near-by supply of both cheap 
coal and iron ores. The road at one time 
Was owned by the late Henry A. Taylor and 
associates, and from them was taken over 
by a group of Wall Street bankers, of 
whom Messrs. Blair & Co. were the most 
conspicuous. Negotiations, according to 
Wall Street rumor, were under way a year 
ago for the transfer of the railroad to the 
Federal Steel Company, which has a vast 
plant at Lorain, and which, it was pointed 


out, could find immediately profitable use 
for the railway. 

In the syndicate which now acquires the 
property Federal Steel interests are promi- 
nent. The most important members of this 
syndicate are Norman B. Ream and H, H. 
Porter of Chicago, and Anson R. Flower 
and J. Pierpont Morgan. Taking the stock 
in block the syndicate is said to have been 
willing to pay a substantial premium above 
Stock Exchange quotations for both the 
common and preferred issues. 

The Federal Steel Company has removed 
the Johnson Iron Works of Johnstown, 
Penn., to Lorain, to benefit by the econo- 
mies of water transportation for ore. The 
Tail traffic of this one plant alone added to 
the freights of the Cleveland, Lorain and 
Wheeling must treméndously expand its 
earnings. That such traffic can be com- 
manded—that the railroad is acquired to 
provide for just such traffic—can be read- 
ily enough understood. Messrs. Porter, 
Ream, and Flower are Directors of the 
Federal Steel Company, in which Mr. Mor- 
gan's partner, Robert Bacon, is also a Di- 
rector. 

Incidental to the acquirement of this rail- 
Way property is the purchase just an- 
nounced by Mr. Morgan and his associates 
of some thousands of acres of West Vir- 
ginia coal lands. For what are known as 
the Marion County fields it is stated that 
$14,000,000 has been paid, while a similar 
purchase to absorb the extensive Harrison 
County fields is pending. Regarding this 
extraordinary transaction, it is stated that 
when the steel combination was broached 
an adequate independent fuel supply was 
one of the hindrances, the Pittsburg Coal 
Trust having secured all the coal near that 
city. Fairmont and Clarksburg presented 
the most accessible field with unlimited 
supply and convenient location. The ship- 
ping distance is easy, not only to all the 
steel centres, but to the lakes and Sea- 
board. Traffic assured from this one 
fource alone can quickly augment Cleve- 
land, Lorain and Wheeling’s earnings phe- 
nomenally. 

To some extent, in some way, Baltimore 
and Ohio Raiiroad interests may have 
noteworthy part in the Cleveland, Lorain 
and Wheeling Railroad purchase. Norman 
B. Ream is one of the most active and in- 
fluential Directors of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and at Wheeling the coal and iron 
road meets the trunk-line system, and by 
the use of about sixty miles of Baltimore 
and Ohio tracks is able to run into Pitts- 
burg. What this may signify is suggested 
in a statement made last night by one of 
the interested financiers. 

“What the Pennsylvania Railroad gains 
through its investment in Chesapeake and 
Ohio and in Norfolk and Western, (the soft 
coal properties of the South,’’) said this 
authority, “‘the Baltimore and Ohio can 
largely gain, and in some particulars gain 
more, through having an influential inter- 
est in the Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling, 
which will forthwith become a system not 
only largely profitable but to the iron and 
steel trade of the country of exceeding im- 
portance.” 

The new syndicate’s negotiations com- 
pleted, H. H. Porter has left New York for 
Chicago. Mr. Norman B. Ream attended 
to some final details yesterday afternoon 
at the banking offices of Messrs. Blair and 
Morgan. 

The Cleveland, Torain and Wheeling 
Railroad is in excellent physical condition 
and has modern equipment. From $1,000 
to $2,000 per week has recently been put 
into improvements and charged as ordinary 
operating expenses. In so far a&é can be 
learned the financial plans of the new con- 
trolling syndicate propose but one read- 
jSustment feature—the retirement of the 
outstanding $5.000,000 of 5 per cent. pre- 
ferred stock for a 4% per cent. bond. 


THE STEEL DEAL NEGOTIATIONS

Messrs. Morgan and Schwab Confer— 
Private Offers of Subscription 
Received with Caution. 


Further conferences to progress what is 
mow commonly known as the steel deal 
were held in the financial district yester- 
day, but beyond the announcement that 
matters were going along smoothly and 
satisfactorily, no other statement was 
forthcoming, nor could it be learned when 
an official statement as to the successful 
conclusion of the negotiations may be ex- 

ected. That this announcement will not 
S be delayed, despite certain details yet 
to Se arranged, is, however, practically ad- 
mitted. One story, indeed, had it that the 
incorporation papers will be filed in New 
Jersey after the close of business to-day, 
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Le 
but there could be found no authority for 
such a report. 

Chief interest centred in the conference 
between President Schwab of the Carnegie 
Company and Mr. Morgan, held in the lat- 
ter’s office in the morning. Mr. Schwab, at 
Its conclusion, declined to say anything ex- 
cept that progress was being made, but that 
he could not say when final announcement 
of the completion of the negotiations will be 
made. Mr. Morgan was more reticent, 
sending out word that he had nothing 
whatever to say. 

Another conference was held during the 
day, at which Judge Gary of Federal Steel, 
William Nelson Cromwell, and Max Pam, 
general counsel for the Steel and Wire 
Company, were present. These gentlemen 
likewise declined to say anything on the 
subject. Directors of the Steel and Wire 
Company, whose annual meeting is to be 
held to-day, alsc met, but whatever they 
discussed they kept to themselves. 

‘The latest report—coming by way of Phil- 
adelphia—dealing with the capitalization of 
the consolidated company makes it $400,- 
OO0,000 7 per cent. preferred stock and 
$400,000,000 common stock, with $300,000,- 
(4X) of first mortgage 5 per cent. bonds. It 
is also said by this same authority that the 
Carnegie interests will not only get bond 
for bond, but $105,500,CG0 of the preferred 
stock of the new company and the same 
amount of common stock. This if true will 
leave but $254,500,000 preferred stock and 
the same amount of common stock of the 
new company, a total of $589,000,006 to be 
divided among the other constituent com- 
panies whos> capitalization, including 
bonded debt, approximates $700,000,006, It 
is here, as Wall Street sees it, that the 
process of “ squeezing’”’ the water out of 
seme of the stocks will come in. 

As an offset to this, however, figures are 
given to show that these companies earned 
in 1900 $98,000,000. Taking out the interest 
on $300,000,000 of new 5 per cent. bonds, 
underlying charges and 7 per cent. on the 
new preterred stock, it is calculated that a 
balance equal to 13 per cent: would be left 
for the common stock of the new com- 
panies, 

When these figures were shown to par- 
ties in interest they refused to discuss them 
one way or the other—either to say they 
were correct or incorrect. 

An interesting fact that@leveloped during 
the day was that subscription rights to the 
new company were being privately offered 
to leading bankers and brokers. It was said 
they were selling at a premium of 4 per 
cent., but diligent inquiry failed to disclose 
any sale. On the contrary, it is known 
that some gentlemen approached refused 
to consider the offer until all details were 
made public. 

On the Stock Exchange the steel stocks 
moved very irregularly, decided 
showing in the preferred shares and weak- 
ness in the common shares, This, it was 
suggested, was due to the fact that in the 
steel deal the preferred stocks are, in the 
language of the Street, ‘to be taken bet- 
ter care of’ than the common, the point 
being made that they nearly all had cumu- 
lative dividend provisions. 

The closing prices for the day showed net 
changes as follows: Steel and Wire, % de- 
cline, preferred, 3% gain; Steel Hoop, 2% de- 
cline; preferred, 4% gain: Tin Plate 
decline; preferred, 4 gain; Federal Steel, 
2% decline: preferred, 3% gain; National 
Steel, 24 decline; National Tube, 7 decline;

TO IMPEACH SOUTHERN JUDGES 


North Carolina House Votes to Oust the 
Chief and Associate Justice 
from Office. 
Special to The New York Times. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 18.—The House of 
Representatives to-day by a vote of 62 to 
33 passed the resolution impeaching Chief 
Justice David M. Furches and Associate 
Justice Robert M. Douglas of the Supreme 


Court. The cause of this action lies in the 


decision of the court in White vs. the Au- 
ditur and Treasurer of the State, ordering 
a peremptory writ of mandamus to issue 
against them to compel them to: pay the 
Salary of the plaintiff as Shell Fish In- 
spector in opposition to an act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly forbidding this payment. 

The Senate consists of fifty members, 
and it is not believed that two-thirds of 
this body will vote for impeachment. There 
is a strong feeling throughout the State 
aguinst these pruceedings, and it is be- 
lieved that the Senate in its decision will 
reflect public sentiment and find the Judges 
not guilty. 

On a line with, and as part of these pro- 
cecdings, a bill has been introduced into 
the House of Representatives forbidding 
any further payment of salary to Dr. D. H. 
Abbott, Railroad Commissioner. The Leg- 
islature of 1890 endeavored to legislate Ab- 
bott out of office and failed through the 
decisicn of the Supreme Court. This bill 
also makes it a misdemeanor, punishable 
by fine and imprisonment, and a civil pen- 
alty ct $100 per day if Abbott attempts to 
discharge the duties of the office after the 
ratification of this act. 


TRIED TO SHOOT R.A. PINKERTON 


* Steve ” L’Hommedijeu Gets Into 
Quarrel with Him in New Orleans.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 18.—A quar- 
rel between ‘'Steve’’ L’Hommedieu, the 
plunger,,and Robert A. Pinkerton, Eastern 
manager of the Pinkerton Detective Agen- 
ey, in which L’Hommedieu's pistol played a 
prominent part, would, according to eye 
witnesses, have resulted in a tragedy this 
morning had not Frank Lamothe interfered. 

Robert and William A. Pinkerton were 
at breakfast in Lamothe’s restaurant, on 


St. Charles Street, when L’Hommedieu 
came in. According to the story told by 
witnesses, L’Hommedieu holds Robert A. 
Pinkerton responsibie for having been ex- 
cluded from the race tracks under the con- 
trol of The Jockey Club, and he thinks 
that William A. Pinkerton instigated his 
expulsion from Washington Park last Sum- 
mer. 

He began abusing the Pinkertons at the 
same time playing with a pistol he had in 
his pocket. Bob Pinkerton, who is said not 
to have been armed, turned in his chair 
and made a hot retort. L’Hommedieu 
backed away, and it is said attempted to 
draw his pistol, but Frank Lamothe seized 
the weapon and threw it behind the bar 
counter. 

Later the Pinkertons said they did not 
fear L’Hommedieu and did not expect any 
further trouble. They were inclined to make 
light of the affair. ,

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Some Reports Declare that He 
Is Only “ Bluffing.” 


The United States Administration Takes 
Him Seriously and May Protest 


to the Powers. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The Berlin corres- 
pondent of The Daily Mail claims to have 
official authority to deny that it is serious- 
ly intended to send any expedition into the 
interior of China. 

He suggests that Count von Waldersee is 
trying to expedite the negotiations by 
* bluffing.”’ 

The Times suggests that Count von Wal- 
dersee contemplates two expeditions. It 
points out that an expedition to “ elear the 
Province of Pe-Chi-Li"’ would materially 
facilitate a purely German expedition to 
the Province of Shan-Si in the Spring. 

The Daily News, in an editorial dealing 
with Chinese affairs, comments upon the 
reticence of the British Ministers, and says: 

‘Great Britain has now to rely for in- 
formation on the kindness of the American 
Government departments. The only satis- 
factory feature of the whole story is the 
refusal of the United States to join the 
Waldersee expedition. This policy is quite 
consistent with the firm and temperate 
note of the 
Blue Book, and makes us regret once more 
that the British Government has not 
throughout followed the wise lead of the 
United States. 

‘“‘Some years ago we heard much of an 
Anglo-American alliance from Mr. Cham- 
berlain and others, Where is that alliance 
now? It has been entirely sacrificed to 
the Anglo-German agreement.” 

In the House of Commons yesterday Sir 
William Vernon-Harcourt (Liberal) asked: 

“Is it not true that an expedition into 


j the interior of China has been ordered by 


Count von Waldersee, and, if so, how does 
the order affect our troops? At the end of 
such an operation we might find ourselves 
in another guerrilla war among a popula- 
tion far greater than that of the Boers.”’ 

Lord Cranborne, Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, replied that, so far as 
the Government was aware, no power was 
contemplating an expedition into the in- 
terior of China. If it were so, the British 
commanders would require fresh instruc- 
tions. 

Lord Cranborne also observed that the 
Government did not consider suicide a 
proper alternative for the death penalty, (in 
the case of the prominent Chinese impli- 
cated in the Boxer outrages.) 

PEKING, Feb. 18.—Great preparations are 
being made by the various commanders 
preparatory to the big expedition, especial- 


' ly in the matter of transportation. 


Apparently the only commanders who 
have enough of amything for a long cam- 


; paign are the American, British, and Japa- 


nese. The others are deficient, especially 
the German, although Count von Waldersee 
believes that in a few days he will have all 
the supplies really necessary. He takes the 
position that it will be better to secure the 
greater part of the provisions from tHe 
country itself; but most of the Generals 
think it unwise to take so great a risk. 

The British will, it is said, rely almost 
entirely upon pack ° trains. Any other 
method o transportation through the 
mountain. passes would probably be im- 
possible, as, according to tnformation re- 
ceived here, the Chinese have prepared for 
just this contingency, and have blocked 
every possible pass with big boulders in 
order to rénder the passage of artillery 
next to impossible. 

Many people in Peking say that Count von 
Waldersee is ‘‘ working a bluff’ in co- 
operation with the foreign envoys, hoping 
to compel the Chinese plenipotentiaries to 
comply with the demands of the powers. 
The military authorities say this’ may be 
the case, but that China would never be- 
lieve the foreigners again if they failed to 
send an expedition after Dr. Mumm von 
Schwartzenstein, the German Minister, per- 
sonally notified Li-Hung-Chang that it 
would be done in case the Chinese Court 
did not accede to the demands of the .pow- 
ers, 

Prince Ching and Li-Hung-Chang are 
greatly worried. They say the Court will 
blame them. They point out that they 
were intrusted with the task of pacifying 
the foreigners, and now, as another cam- 
paign is imminent, the Court will consider 
that their mission has failed. 

SHANGHAI, Feb. 18.—The Shanghai Mer- 
cury asserts that “ the allies are preparing 
a move that will astonish China and quick- 
ly bring her to terms.”’ 

According to The North China Daily 
News, the Germans are planning an expedi- 
tion on the Yang-tse-Kiang. 


BERLIN, Feb. 18.—The Cologne Gazette 
publishes a dispatch from Peking, which 
explains that Field Marshal Count von Wal- 
dersee’s new expedition is intended to 
finally clear the Provinee of Pe-chi-Li of 
Chinese soldiers, and to produce a whole- 
some dread among the Chinese. 

The German Commissariat Department 
has ordered that a thousand transport wag- 
ons be ready within eighteen days.

ANGER IN WASHINGTON.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—-Count von Wal- 
dersee is making war upon China. This is 
the characterization of his latest proceed- 
ing, which many of the most important of- 
ficers of the United States Government do 
not hesitate to use. The thing which the 
United States struggled to avert during the 
anxious days of last Summer, and which 
all the powers agreed to avoid, has now 
come about long after the rescue of the le- 
gations and at a time when peace negotia- 
tions are proceeding. Administration offi- 
cials do not attempt to conceal their anger 
and chagrin over this apparently causeless 
resort to arms, and their horror over the 
manner in which it is to be carried out. 

What will be done to avert this projected 
devastation of the Provinces of Shan-Si 
and Shen-Si is not yet known, but if any- 
thing can be done it will be decided upon 
to-morrow. President McKinley will bring 
the subject up at the Cabinet meeting, and 
there will be a discussion of the step the 
United States should take in view of the 
turn given to affairs by von Waldersee’s 
announcement. kt is expected that a note 


will be addressed to the powers remon- 
strating against the contemplated expedi- 


tion. 

Gen. Chaffee has reported von Walder- 
see’s proposition and esked for instructions. 
He has been ordered to take no part In the 
expedition. What further orders have gone 
to the Generai cannot be ascertained. The 
United States will take the earliest oppor- 
tunity to manifest its utter disapproval of 
ther and seek to dissuade the other powers 
from joining im it. 

The view of the Administration is that, 
at a time when China is prostrate at the 
feet of the powers and is offering to make 
reparation, to send a military expedition 
into a province which has peen no more 
guilty than others to devastate the country, 
destroy property, kill thousands of inno- 
cent people who had nothing to do with the 
massacres, and spread ruin in every direc- 
tion is directly contrary to every principle 
by ‘which the United States has been guided 
from the first, and it excites among the 
members of the Administration sensations 
of horror and disgust, which some of them 
“eet in strong words.”

THE ENVOYS NOT SATISFIED. 


PEKING, Feb. 18.—The foreign envoys 
have held a conference regarding the Chi- 
nese reply concerning the punishment of 
the guilty persons named by the powers. 

The reply was considered unsatisfactory, 
and the envoys decided to insist upon com- 
pliance with their original demands. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Chinese 
Government is delaying the peace negotia- 
tions in an exasperating fashion. Word 
has just come from Minister Conger which 
confirms advices relative to the Chinese 
declination to accede to the demands of 
the Ministers in the matter of capital pun- 
ishment of the leaders implicated in the 
Boxer movement. 

Mr. Conger’s message gives it to be under- 
stood that the Chinese Government has 
agreed to exile Prince Tuan and Duke Lan, 
without capital sentences; to recommend 
suicide to Prince Chwang, death for Yu- 
Hsien and Chao-Chi-Chao, imprisonment 
and degradation for Ying-Nient, and some 
punishment not yet determined for Chi- 
Hsiu and Hsu-Cheng-Yu. 


RUSSIA’S OBJECTS IN CHINA. 


Lord Cranborne Declares that the Czar’s 
Government Has Been Most Friend- 


ly to Great Britain. 

LONDON, Feb. 19.~When the debate on 
the address in reply to the King’s speech 
was resumed in the House of Commons yes- 
terday, Lord Cranborne, Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, said that 
Great Britain’s principal interests in China 
were commercial. There had been great 
delay in the settlement of affairs in China, 
but such delay must be expected in dealing 
with the Chinese. 

As to the question of indemnity, Lord 
Cranborne said the British Minister at Pe- 
king had been instructed to gather together 
the claims that were to be made. 

Referring to the railroad dispute, 
Cranborne said Russia had assured the 
Government that the occupation of the 
Peking-Shan-hai-Kuan Railroad was only 
temporary, and that the railroad and mate- 
rials would be restored at the end of the 
occupation. Russia’s assurances respecting 
the railroads were most categorical. Lord 
Cranborne added: 

‘“*IT am bound to say that in all our deal- 
ings with the Russian Government in this 
matter we have been received in the most 
friendly way. We have no complaint what- 
ever to make against the Government of 
the Czar. One cannot help wishing that 
the undoubtedly benevolent intentions of 
the Russian Government are not carried 
out more rapidly by their officers in dis- 
tant provinces. I do not doubt their inten- 
tions toward this country in this matter.” 

Continuing, Lord Cranborne said Russia 
had assured the Government that any 
agreement between Russia and China re- 
specting the occupation of Manchuria was 
in the nature of a modus vivendi, to pre- 
vent disturbances along the frontiers and 
railroad. It was purely temporary, and al- 
though a guarantee was expected by Rus- 
sia that these disturbances would not break 
out again, that guarantee would not take 
the form of territorial acquisition, or a 
virtual protectorate. At Niu-Chwang, al- 
though nominally under Russian military 
law, the private rights of the foreign com- 
munities did not appear to have been inter- 
fered with. The policy of his Majesty's 
Government was neither aggressive nor os- 
tentatious. 


THE GRAF WALDERSEE AFIRE. 


Hamburg-American Liner Reached 
Cuxhaven from New York 
Last Saturday. 
CUXHAVEN, Feb. 18.—The Hamburg- 
American liner Graf Waldersee is on fire.

The Graf Waldersee sailed from New 
York on Saturday, Feb. 2, with a cabin 
list of about 100 passengers, for Plymouth, 
Cherbourg, and Hamburg. The vessel ar- 
rived at Cuxhaven on Saturday, Feb. 16. 

The Graf Waldersee, which was built in 
Hamburg for the Hamburg-American Line 
by German builders in 1899, is a sister ship 
of the Patricia, the Pennsylvania, and the 
Pretoria, and is one of the largest carriers 
afloat.

BOSTON’S NEW HOTEL. 


Will Compare Favorably with the 
Waldorf-Astoria, It Is Claimed.

BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 18.—The largest 
building ever used for hotel purposes in 
Boston, will be erected on the present site 
of the Brunswick, at the corner of Boyls- 
ton and Clarendon Streets, Back Bay. The 
rumor was in circulation that construction 
would be begun on May 1 next, and that 
it would be pushed through as rapidly as 
possible. Amos Barnes admits that he has 


been at work on the plans for the last 
year, but asserts that he is not ready at 
this time to say much about actual de- 
tails, more than to declare that the hotel 
when completed will be the largest and 
most modern in Boston, and will compare 
favorably with the Waldorf-Astoria in 
New York. 

Mr. Barnes remarked that the site se- 
lected is, in his opinion, the best in Bos- 
ton for a hotel such as he contemplates, 
and he said, incidentally, that it will not 
be a ‘‘skyscraper.’’ Mr. Barnes has been 
in the hotel business for. thirty-three 
years, and is well known throughout the 
country as a successful business man. 

The present Hotel Brunswick was built 
in 1874 and enlarged in 1876, involving a 
total expenditure of nearly $1,000,000.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
IS NEARLY DEFEATED 


Gets Only Forty-five Majority on 
Vote on Question of Privilege. 


CHURCHILL’S MAIDEN SPEECH 


He Scores a Great Success—Mr. Cham- 
berlain Bitterly Denounces the 
“ Pro Boers.” 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The first division in 
the first Parliament of King Edward VILI., 
which took place yesterday, resulted in cut- 
ting down to 45 the Government’s normal 
majority of 130. The interest caused by 
this unexpected event was heightened by 
Winston Spencer Churchill's first speech 
at Westminster and by a heated defense 
by Mr. Chamberlain of his own policy. 

The extraordinary slimness of the ma- 
jority of this strongest British Govern- 
ment of modern times was the result of the 
refusal of Lord Cranborne, the Under Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs, to an- 
swer questions regarding foreign policy 
concerning which notice had not previously 
been given. John Dillon (Irish National- 
ist) seized the chance to move an adjourn- 
ment of the House in order to debate the 
subject, and, in spite of an unusually large 
attendance, almost placed the Conserva- 
tive Party in Queer Street. 

Mr. Dillon declared that the Under Sec- 
retary for the Foreign Office had been 


muzzled, and that his refusal was a breach 
of privilege. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, (Liberal,) 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, (the Lib- 
eral leader,) John E. Redmond, and others 
supported Mr. Dillon. 

The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, (Govern- 
ment leader,) in defending the practice, 
said it had been initiated by the Govern- 
ment after careful consideration. The 
practice of cross-examining the Under For- 
eign Secretary was dangerous, would pre- 
clude the carrying on of delicate negotia- 
tions, and might endanger the interests of 
nations, and possibly the peace of Europe. 
No other nation would have allowed the 
latitude in foreign affairs permitted in this 
country. A foreign Ambassador had con- 
gratulated the late Under Secretary, Will- 
iam St. John Brodrick, on his refusal to re- 
ply to questions not placed upon paper. 

The House then divided as follows: 

For adjournment, 204. 

Against, 249. 

In the course of an interview subsequent 
to the division, Mr. Dillon said: 

““T have waited a long time, but, owing 
to the curious customs of procedure in the 
House of Commons, I have never had 
a chance really to test the question. I 
knew quite well that I had the spirit of the 
House behind me, for members, regardless 
of party tiles, are very jealous of individual 
privileges. What it all means is that the 
Government will be obliged to revoke the 
arbitrary ruling made by Mr.. Balfour that 
Under Secretaries of State are not obliged 
to unswer questions addressed to them. 

* Had it not been for a fear of defeating 
the Government, the number of Tories vot- 
ing for my mation or abstaining would have 
been _ greatly increased. As it was, about 
ten Tories followed the Liberals and Irish 
eae lobby,. while numbers did not vote 
at all. 

“The question is more important than 
it appears to be on the surface, for, if Mr. 
Balfour's ruling should be followed, 1t 
would prevent the Irish members from 
questioning the irish Secretary, and even- 
tually deprive us of all rights of free 
speech, n. instituting the rule Mr. Bal- 
four broke all precedents, both by the rule 
itself and by failing to notify the Oppo- 
sition leader of his intention. His Whivs 
made vigorous efforts, but with such small 
results that you may be sure this tongue- 
tying ordinance will not any longer be im- 
posed on the House of Commons. 

“There was no collusion between the 
Irish members and the Liberals in the 
division. My motion appealed to the indi- 
vidual feelings of members. The Radicals 
followed ‘us because they had no other 
course. We cannot assume that the same 
spirit of general ‘rectitude and fairness 
actuates the Liberals and the Tories, and, 
should we have the chance, we will divide 
when the civil list comes up and over the 
absurd anti-Catholic oaths required of the 
King at his coronation.” 

Dealing with Mr. Churchill's 
speech, Mr. Dillon paid it a generous 
tribute. 

“One might have thought,” he said, 
“that it was Lord Randolph talking. There 
were the same intonations, the same lack 
of nervousness, the same stinging vitality, 
and the same suppressed energy. Mr. 
Churchill was perfectly at home, and 
scored a great success. He is worthy of 
his American mother. I don’t agree with 
his opinions, but few men have ever made 
their first appearances in this curious as- 
semblage under better conditions. He 
knew what he had to say, and said it well.”’ 

Mr. Churchill's speech came in reply to 
the criticism by David Lloyd-George (Lib- 
eral) of the conduct of the South African 
war, in the course of which Mr. Lloyd- 
George had denounced the burning of farms 
and the keeping of Boer women and chil- 
dren in British laagers on reduced provi- 
sions. These charges created a general up- 
roar, and provoked an angry demand from 
Mr. Brodrick, Secretary of State for War, 
that Mr. Lloyd-George should offer evi- 
dence to substantiate his assertions. Mr. 
Churchill caught the eye of the speaker 
and caustically rebuked Mr. Lloyd-George, 
He indulged in epigrams such as: 

‘*No other nation in the world ever re- 
ceived so much verbal sympathy and so lit- 
tle practical support as the Boers.” 

Then he proceeded, half humorously and 
half seriously, to belittle the efforts of the 
pro-Boer members of the House on behalf 
of their friends. He maintained that the 
war in South Africa had been carried on 
with unusual humanity, and he closed with 
the declaration of his belief that, at no dis- 
tant date, there would be an “ Anglicized, 
loyal, peaceful, and prosperous Transvaal.”’ 

Sir Robert Reid (Radical) argued that all 
this could be accomplished without un- 
necessary severity and without withholding 
terms.

Chamberlain, springing to his feet, 
stigmatized the speech of Sir Robert as 
‘‘devoted to abuse of British officers and 
the policy of Ministers and to praise of the 
enemies of Great Britain.’’ He denied that 
peace with honor was at any time possible 
before or after the fall of Pretoria. He 
went on: 

“The policy of her Majesty's Government 
has not varied. Before the invasion of Na- 
tal we would have accepted the most mod- 
erate concessions, but from the moment the 
invasion occurred and the Boers had fired 
the first shot the Government determined 
that not one shred of the independence 
which the Boers had abused should ever 
again be conceded to them.” 

The Conservatives, cheering 
rose to their feet from the Government 
benches at this assertion, and made the 
Chamber ring again and again. 

“The Government,’’ continued Mr. Cham- 
verlain, ‘‘ challenged the Opposition at the 
general election on the issue of annexation. 
We challenge you again. [Renewed cheer- 
ing.] To-night six pro-Boers have spoken, 
and not a single Liberal imperialist.’’ 

Sir Robert Reid objected to the term 
** pro-Boer,’’ but Mr. Chamberlain stuck to 
his guns. 

“T maintain,’’ he said, “ that there is no 
other name for the men who believe every 
scandalous libel on British officers and 


soldiers.”’

“Don’t insult us! 
Reid. 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said he be- 
lieved that, with the development of South 
Africa, persons of British origin would be 
largely in excess of the rest of the popu- 
lation, 

‘“ Before we grant free government to the 
Boers," exclaimed the Colonial Secretary, 
‘“‘the country must be restored to some- 
thing like its normal condition. I believe 
the Boers know well the terms offered 
them. The time is perhaps not opportune 
for taking further steps to make these 
terms known, but I have been in commu- 
nication with Sir Alfred Milner with a 
view to taking advantage of any oppor- 
tunity that might present itself. 

“The struggle had to come. It ginated

in the determination of the Boers to secure 
the ascendancy in South Africa, I believe 
that, in spite of the sacrifices made, this 
country is of the same mind as when it 
entered upon the struggle, and will spare no 
effort to bring it to a close and will sup- 
port no party which seeks to stultify the 
object in view.” 

Amid ringing cheers, Mr. Chamberlain, 
‘‘the head and shoulders of the war,”’ as 
Mr. Dillon describes him, resumed his seat, 
and the House adjourned. 


THE “ REVOLT OF THE TORIES.” 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The “ Revolt of the 
Tories,’ as The Daily Graphic calls it, is 
believed to have been more serious even 
than was revealed by the figures of the di- 
vision. Several Conservatives asserted aft- 
erward that they were sorely tempted to 
vote against the Government, but held 
back owing to feelings of loyalty to the 
Ministry. 

The same spirit actuates the editorials in 
the Government papers this morning in de- 
fending the Cabinet. The Liberal journals, 
however, are jubilant over the discomfiture 
of the Government, and do not conceal the 
fact that resentment against the predomi- 
nance of the Cecil family in the Cabinet 
had much to do with it. The Daily Graphic, 
which is friendly to the Government, says: 

‘This soreness is likely to make itself 
felt in the division lobby whenever an oc- 
casion arises.”’ 

The Times hints pretty plainly that Lord 
Eempenne is not equal to his responsibili- 

es. 

The Daily Telegraph says it understands 
that the Government has decided that there 
is no necessity to legislate for an alteration 
of the phraseology of the coronation oath 
in reference to Roman Catholicism. 


WANT NO EXTRA SESSION. 


Senator Allison and Other Republicans 
Maintain It Would Injure the 
Prospects of the Party. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18. — Republican 
members of both the Senate and the House 
are discussing the prospect of an extra ses- 
sion, with some serious references to the 
course of the Congress just approaching an 
end, and they do not find anything to en- 
courage them in advising that the country 
should be asked to contemplate another 
Congress at work, imitating the tactics of 
that about to expire. Indeed, from political 
considerations, notwithstanding that an ex- 
tra session would be a year and a half 
away from the opening of the next Congres- 
sional campaign, the men of experience are 
inclined to believe that the holding of an 
extra session should be avoided, unless it is 
shown to be absolutely necessary to accom- 
plish some specific work that Congress will 
attend to, instead of wasting its time in 
futile discussion of a subject on which it is 

lacking in definite information. 
The Congress opened most auspiciously, 
and the House set forward its work prompt- 


ly and made good progress up to the holi- 
day recess. It began to drag from the time 
the Apportionment bill was taken up, and 
in the Senate the time began to be wasted 
as soon as the Shipping bill was made the 
standing order. Meanwhile the appropria- 
tions came along, vastly inereased over 
those of any previous year, and such ex- 
pensive propositions as the Shipping bill, 
the appropriations for the improvement of 
rivers and harbors, and the Nicaragua bill 
were backed up, to add assault upon assault 
on the Treasury, by claim bills aggregating 
millions of dollars. 

In the midst of the work on the money 
bills the tax-reduction difficulty arose be- 
tween the House and the Senate, and, re- 
garding the increasing expenditures being 
authorized and the dissatisfaction of the 
two houses over thé differing schedules of 
reduction, it has been frequently Suggested 
within the last few days that perhaps a 
worse thing might happen than that the re- 
duction of the revenues might fail, and the 
majority be exhibited as unable to grapple 
with that subject. 

From many sources it is learned that Sen- 
ator Allison is opposing the calling of an 
extra session, contending that it is bound 
to be injurious to the party of which he is 
a member. Generally. there is no question 
that the Administration and its party in 
Congress differ on this subject, and that 
Congress is determined to exert every in- 
fluence it can bring to bear to show to the 
President that an extra session will be ill- 
advised and apt to be injurious to every- 
body here and not helpful to the Cubans. 


THE SAMPSON-SCHLEY DISPUTE 


Senator Hale Tries to Solve the Prob- 
lem by Introducing Bill to Make 
Both Vice Admirals. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Senator Hale, 
(Rep, Me.,) Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, to-day introduced 
a bill for the revival of the grade of Vice 
Admiral in the navy, and authorizing the 
President to appoint two Rear Admirals to 
that office. The bill is in the interest of 
Admirals Sampson and Schley, and is in- 
tended to aid in solving the problem of 
their promotion as well as the promotion of 
other officers who served with them in the 
Spanish war. Senator Hale also introduced 


the following joint resolution of thanks to 
Admiral Sampson in accordance with the 
President's recent recommendation: 


That in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 1,508 of the Revised Statutes the thanks of 
the Congress and of the American people are 
hereby tendered to Rear Admiral William T. 
Sampson, United States Navy, and Commander 
in Chief of the United States naval force on the 
North Atlantic station during the late war with 
Spain, and to the officers and men under his 
command, for highly distinguished conduct in 
conflict with the enemy and in carrying on thé 
blockade and naval campaigns on the Cuban 
coast resulting in the destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet at Santiago de Cuba. July 3, 1898. 

Section 2. That the President of the United 
States be requested to cause this resolution to 
be promulgated and to communicate the same 
to Rear Admiral Sampsen and to the officers and 
men of his late command, 

Both measures were prepared at the Navy 
Department. 

Senator McComas (Rep., Md.,) to-day in- 
troduced a bill and resolution similar to 
that of Senator Hale, but the McComas bill 
provides that the men to be made Vice Ad- 
mirals shall be selected from those ‘*‘ who 
participated in the naval batle off Santi- 
ago.”’ His resolution extending the thanks 
of Congress names Schley and places him 
before Sampson, but includes them with 
“the officers and men engaged in the na- 
val battle off Santiago.” 

It is not only the partisans of Rear Ad- 


mirals Schley and Sampson who are hin- ! 


dering the advancement and confirmation 
of naval officers in the Senate. A good 
many nayal officers who speak of the at- 
tempt to reward the Santiago fighters as 
having been postponed until the “ bloom” 
is off are objecting to the carrying out of 
a scheme that will disarrange the naval 
list as perhaps uncalled for and not worth 
making a fight over. The Naval Affairs 
Committee of the Senate, which is inclined 
to reward all the officers below the two 
Rear Admirals, and to let them stand as 
they are, does not think it worth while to 
attempt to legislate so as to provide an 
extra list for officers advanced for con- 
spicuous conduct or to give them medals 
and extra pay. fearing that the subjects 
would be seized upon as excuses for dila- 
tory discussion. 

Mr. Hale’s proposition to revive the grade 
of Vice Admiral and to confer that rank 
upon two officers, if it be brought in, would 
end in a discussion of the famous con- 
troversy between the first and second in 
command at Santiago. If the Sampson 
people would be wil mg. to have Sampson 
and Schley named for Vice Admiral in the 
order in which they now stand, it is pos- 
sible the higher rank might be revived. To 
attempt to elevate Sampson over Schley 
as Vice Admiral would be another method 
of reversing their standing in the naval 
register. To all suggestions of this sort the 
friends of Rear Admiral Schley say that 
Schley is where he is with the approval of 
the Navy Department and the President 
and Senate, and that, having permitted 
him thus to stand for two years, it does not 
become Sampson's partisans to insist that 
Schley shall be reduced in order to gratify 
his rival in the service.

COURT HELD AT POKER TABLE 


President Holahan Among Seventy-eight 
Men in the Place—Police Kept in 
Ignorance Till Coup Was Made. 


A poolroom concern on the second and 
third floors of the building 20 Dey Street 
was raided yesterday afternoon during the 
height of business. This time there was no 
timely tip. The police learned of it only 
after actual raiding had begun by Detect- 
ive Sergeants, who met District Attorney 
Philbin half an hour before under the im- 
pression that they were to hunt a mur- 
derer or to trace an escaped lunatic. Justice 
Jerome took part in the raid. Among those 
found in the place were Maurice F. Hola- 
han, President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and a welkknow professor. 
The raid was made on evidence furnished 
by the Tammany Committee of Five, and 
Chairman Lewis Nixon, it is said, watched 
it from a building opposite. 

Reginal Levien, one of the alleged pro- 
prietors of the place, and Percy Levien 
and Leon Stedeker, said to be doorkeepers, 
were held to appear for examination 
before Justice Jerome in the library of the 
District <Attorney’s office on Thursday 
morning at 10:30 o'clock. The seventy-five 
patrons in the place were served on the 
spot with blank subpoenas to appear before 
the Justice in the The Peopie 
against John Doe. case was 
taken up there and then, the poker 
table in the place. The patrons had the 
alternative of giving their right names or 
of going to the House of Detention. 

About ten days ago, according to Dis- 
trict Attorney Philbin, detectives employed 
by the Committee of Five presented to him 
evidence showing the existence of a pool- 
room at the address. The difficulty was 
to make the raid without the tip being 
given. Yesterday afternoon the District 
Attorney secured warrants for the arrest 
of the three men above named from Jus- 
tice Jerome, in Special Sessions, in order to 
avoid the publicity of a police court. Then 
he started down town for the Cortlandt 
Street Ferry, where six Detective Sergeants 
were to assemble, together with Assistant 
District Attorneys Schurman and O’Con- 
nor. Mr. Schurman had a few minutes be- 
fore telephoned his chief that he could not 
get away from his down-town office, which 
was the signal arranged between them 
that the poolroom was then running. Jus- 
tice Jerome, accompanied by Clerk 
Fuller of his court and Detective Ser- 
geant Cuff, also started out. At the ferry 
the party, with the exception of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, took two carriages and 
drove at once to 20 Dey Street. In the 
first carriage were Justice Jerome anil 
Clerk Fuller of Special Sessions, and De- 
tective Sergeants Cuff, Kelly, and Price. 
In the second were Assistant District At- 
torneys O'Connor and Schurman and De- 
= Sergeants McCafferty, Rynder, and 

‘ark. 

While this party was on its way to Dey 
Street District, Attorney Philbin had gone 
around to the Church Street Police Sta- 
tion, first stopping at the Dey Street cor- 
ner to make sure that the carriages were 
not too far behind him. At the station 
house he threw his card on the desk and 
told the Sergeant that he wanted a platoon 
of policemen at once. The Sergeant 
promptly rang up a platoon. The District 
Attorney, with Capt. Westervelt, who hap- 
pened to be in, took the head of the col- 
umn. They arrived just after the raid had 
begun.

ALL EXITS GUARDED. 

In the meantime the carriage party had 
drawn up in front of the saloon of G. L. 
Vath, on the ground floor. Clark and Mc- 
Cafferty were sent up through the adjoin- 
ing building on the east side of the roof, 


where they guarded a ladder that ran up 
from the lower roof of No. 20. Price and 
Cuff guarded the roof of the building to the 
west. The rest of the party went into the 
saloon. 

“Gentlemen, what 
asked the barkeeper. 

Outside the platoon from Church Street 
was heard coming up. 

“*T think we'll have that door first.’’ Jus- 
tice Jerome observed.

In a minute the 
street and room were filled with police. 
Despite the saloon keeper's aes that the 
stairway at the back led only to an unused 
loft and his kitchen, the storming party 
went up. In the kitchen they found two 
women cooking. A closed door leading to 
the front of the house confronted them. 
Justice Jerome ordered those behind it to 
open in the name of the law. From behind 
the door, according to the storming party, 
came a storm of protest and threats of the 
use of political pull. 

“If you won't open the door, we'll break 
it,’”’ Justice Jerome cried. 

There was a scurry from the rooms be- 
hind the door up a stairway invisible to the 
stormers. Then there was stillness, after 
which some one on the inside shouted: 

** Hold on, we'll unlock it.’’ 

The door flew open, and the doorkeeper 
who had yielded was seized by the police. 
The storming party rushed by the new 
stairway they found only in time to hear 
the door at the top bang and the heavy 
locks slide back. At the top of the stair- 
way three stout patrolmen pounded upon 
this new obstruction, shouting for those 
within to open. There was no response. 

At this point Capt. Westervelt and the 
District Attorney came up. 

“Get a sledge hammer!” some one or- 
dered. . 

Two patrolmen went to the street, where 
they got a heavy sledge hammer. Then one 
of them crossed to a truck and pulled out 
the iron-bound stake in its rear. These 
were used on the door speedily. Some half 
dozen good blows had been struck when the 
door was opened from the inside. 


WILD RUSH TO ESCAPE. 


As the raiders forced their way in a wild 
scramble for trap doors in the roof and 
other apparent ways of egress took place. 
Reginald Le Vien, one of the alleged pro- 
prietors, got to the ladder leading up to the 


roof of the adjoining building only to be 
taken prisoner by the detectives stationed 
there. Others remained seated agitatedly 
at the poker tables dealing out to each 
other crosses between casino and poker 
hands, and the ery that a chartered club 
had been invaded arose.

The police of the Bronx, who, with the 
assistance of over seventy bicycle police- 
men, specially detailed for the purpose, 
have been hunting for weeks for a gang 
of men who have been robbing women 
there, think that at last they have suc- 
ceeded in getting their hands on two of the 
highwaymen. .

BANKRUPT OWES $1,407,341. 


Massachusetts [fan Has But $10 in As- 
sets—His Creditors. 


BOSTON, Feb 18.—A failure for over 
$1,000,000, with assets to the amount of a 
ten-dollar bill, was shown by the volun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy, filed this aft- 
ernoon by George R. Eager, a railroad 


builder, of Newton, Mass. The actual fig- 
ures of liabilities are $1,407,341.42. The 
unsecured claims aggregate $1,008,502.65; 
the secured claims, $315,222.08; notes and 
bills shared by other parties, $83,616.69. 
Mr. Eager’s debts were contracted between 
1888 and 1890, principally in Tennessee. 
This is the heayiest failure recorded in 
this district since the bankruptcy act went 
into effect. The debts are all outlawed.

Senate Sends: Message on Police |.for any service rendered, 


Bill to Committee Unread. 





MAY REACH GOV. ODELL FRIDAY 


Likely to be Repassed Tomorrow—An 
Attempt to Have the Message 
Printed Fails.

ALBANY, Feb. 18.—Mayor Van Wyck’s 
message vetoing the Police bill was handed 
down in the Senate to-night. ‘It was not 
read and will not be printed. It was an- 
nounced from the desk that Mayor Van 
Wyck’s veto had been received and imme- 
diately the Chairman of the Cities Commit- 


tee, Senator Stranahan, arose and said: 

‘““Mr. President, I move that the veto 
and message ‘of Mayor Van Wyck con- 
cering the New York Police bill, be referred 
to the Cities Committee—” 

‘*And that the message be printed,” in- 
terpolated Senator Donnelly. 

‘“‘T did not say printed,’’ declared Senator 
Stranahan, ‘‘ and I ask that the motion as 
I stated it be put.’’ 

President pro tem, Elisworth announced 
the motion which was adopted, and the 
bill now goes to the Cities Committee, 
which criginally considered the bill and 
reported it favorably. The committee will 
report the bill back favorably Wednes- 
day, and it will be passed. 

There was a good deal of comment on 
the fact that the Mayor’s message was 
not read to the Senate. Officially the 


members of the Senate will have no knowl- 
edge of why the Mayor vetoed the bill 
when they are called upon to pass the 
measure over his veto. Senator Grady, 
the minority leader of the Senate, was ab- 
sent to-night, and no demand for the read- 
ing of the message was made. 

The Senate may pass the bill immediate- 
ly without placing it on the calendar and 
having it go through the legislative for- 
mula, as it did on its first passage. The 
impression prevails that the bill will be 
passed and in Gov. QOdell’s hands before 
Friday of this week. 


NO EARLY ADJOURNMENT. 


Legislature May Be in Session Until 
End of April—The Governor Wants 
the Work Well Done, 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Feb. 18.—All idea of an early 
adjournment of the Legislature has been 
abandoned by the Republican organization. 
The Legislature will continue in session un- 
til it has acted upon all the recommenda- 
tions in the Governor’s message. Fully 
alive to the gravity of the proposed tax 
legislation, the necessity for careful re- 
vision of the New York charter, and the 


eall for some action upon the canal ques- 
tion, the Governor is not willing that there 
should be any hasty or ill-considered leg- 
islation upon these important subjects. 
He sees no need for the Legislature get- 
ting away until all the matters before it 
of special importance have been disposed 
of in a careful-manner. As far as the 
Governor is concerned, he does not care if 
the Legislature stays here until the end of 
April. The consideration with him is that 
it shall do the work which it has to do, 
and that this work shall be well done. 

‘the Governor is not worrying about the 
tax legislation. It is proceeding to his 
satisfaction. He concedes that the five 
tax bills which were introduced to carry 
out his recommendations — the subject 
of taxation will have to be amended in 
many particulars, but he is as firm as ever 
in the belief that the general policy of 
the bills is correct. It fs certain, there- 
fore, that in amended form these bills will 
become laws. There seems to be little hope 
of favorable action upon the local _—— 
tax law advocated by the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce and other influential or- 
ganizations throughout the State. The Re- 
publican sentiment is that, when the Gov- 
ernor’s tax bills become laws, and the 
direct State tax has been done away with, 
the cities of the State will have a fair 
measure of local option in that they can 
then make their tax for local purposes 
whatever they choose, 

Mayor Van Wyck’s reasoning upon the 
unconstitutionality of the New York Polize 
bill has not changed Gov. Odell’s views as 
to the constitutionality of the measure in 
the least. As soon as the bill has been 
repassed by the Legislature over the 
Mayor’s veto it will receive the signature 
of the Governor. 

Another bill which will receive the Gov- 
ernor’s signature when it reaches him is the 
bill repealing the law creating a special 
Jury Commissioner. The little use which 
has been made of the special jury law since 
it has been on the statute books has con- 
vinced the Governor that the large ex- 
penditure necessary to maintain the system 
is a waste. 


TO CHANGE THE PHARMACY LAW. 


Senator Donnelly Introduces a Num- 
ber of Amendments, 


ALBANY, Feb. 18.—Senator Donnelly to- 
night introduced a bill which provides for 
a number of amendments to the pharmacy 
law. The amendments provide as follows: 
That all licensed pharmacists and druggists 
residing in the eastern section shall par- 
ticipate in the election for members of the 
State board for that section; thirty days’ 
notice shall be given for such election; 
that the records of licenses shall be open 
for inspection to all citizens of the State; 
that any one having a certificate of as- 
sistant pharmacist and presenting the nec- 
essary affidavit as to experience be grant- 
ed a license as a licensed druggist; that 
any one who holds a license or a certifi- 
sate of registration as a pharmacist grant- 
ed by any legally constituted Board of 
Pharmacy shall on payment of fee and 
surrender of certificate be granted a license 
as a licensed pharmacist anywhere within 
the State. 

The amendments also provide for the 
payment of any surplus after the expenses 
of the board have been paid into the State 
Treasury, and authorizes the State Con- 
troller te examine the books of the board.

It 
provides that drug stores need not be reg- 
istered.

FLURRY IN THE ASSEMBLY. 


Republicans Vote to Repeal Law for 
Filing Candidates’ Election Ex- 
penses and Then Reconsider. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 18.—-There was Repub- 
lican rebellion in the Assembly to-night, 
It occurred on the bill introduced by Mr. 
De Graw of Brooklyn, “ to repeal Section 
41 of the Penal Code, relating to the failure 
to file candidates’ statements of election 

expenses.” 

When Mr. De Graw called up the bill, Mr. 
Kelsey moved to strike out the enacting 
clause, and Mr. Allds, the Republican lead- 
er, moved the previous question on Mr. 
Kelsey's motion, The motion was lost. 
The question then was.‘on the passage of 
the bill. Assemblymen De Graw and J. T. 


Smith spoke in favor of it. They said the 
law was a farce. 
‘All those who make a true statement of 





their election expenses stand up,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Smith. 
Mr. Kelsey was the only member who 


stood up and avowed that his statements 
were truthful. When the vote was taken 
on the bill it passed, by a vote of 77 to 41. 

The Republican leaders were struck with 
consternation. They realized the political 
effect the passage of the bill by a Repub- 
lican Legislature would be likely to have. 
The vote was no sooner announced than 
Mr. Allds began sending for Republican 
members who had voted for the measure. 
He expostulated with them. He said no 
matter what their idea about the law was 
they had committed a piece of political 
folly by voting for its repeal. He insisted 
tnat they change their attitude on the bill. 

When he had secured enough promises 
Mr. Allds had Mr. Bedell of Orange make 
the request that the vote by which the bill 
had been passed be reconsidered and that 
the motion lie upon the table. There 
was no objection, and it was so ordered. It 
will now take a majority vote to get the 
bill up for consideration again. In speak- 
ing of the little flurry over the bill, Mr. 
Allds said: 

‘The whole trouble was that the mem- 
bers did not take into consideration what 
——, effect the repeal of the law would 

ave; they had their own notions about 
its usefulness, and acted upon impulse. If 
the people in my district want to know 
what money I spend to secure my election, 
that is their right. I may think it fooftish, 
but, it comes with bad grace from me, as 
the!person affected, to object to their hay- 
ing the information they desire.” 


WOULD CUT THROUGH A PARK. 


Bill to “Improve” West One Hundred 
and Thirty-fifth Street Again 
to the Fore. 


A bill which has been introduced in the 
Senate and the Assembly at Albany and 
which proposes to widen and improve West 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street was 
severely criticised yesterday by Lawyer 
James A. Deering. The bill was intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator Slater and 
in the Assembly by Assemblyman William 
H, Smith, 

Mr. Deering said yesterday that this 
project had been before the Legislature al- 
most every year since 1895, and had been 
opposed and was now opposed by the Park 
Department and the Law Department of 


the city, and by the owners of property 
directly affected, such as the College of 
the City of New York, the Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum, and the Academy of the Sacred 
Heart. 

“Its only support,” said Mr. Deering, 
** comes from the owners of property on the 
east end of One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street, and presumptively from the rail- 
way company, which has now a road as 
far west as Highth Avenue in One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fifth Street, and which 
might naturally desire to extend its line to 
connect with the Amsterdam Avenue route. 
The bill proposes to cat One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth Street westerly through the 
St. Nicholas Avenue Park from St. Nicho- 
las Avenue to near Amsterdam Avenue, and 
if it becomes a law the contiguous proper- 
ty will be left over a rocky cut or canal 
from 20 to 57 feet deep, and this without 
giving the owners any right whatever to 
the damages they will undoubtedly sustain 
by the change of grade.” 

Mr. Deering'’s objections to the bill are 
that it is special and unnecessary legisla- 
tion, ample power existing in the local au- 
thorities now under the Greater New York 
charter and kindred laws to do the work if 
in their judgment it may be necessary or 
advisable to do it, and that there is no ne- 
cessity for cutting this street through. Mr. 
Deering also declares that thig elevated 
een. having at its base St. Nicholas 

ark, should be preserved for its present 
uses and future adornment similarly to 
Morningside Heights, which have at their 
base Morningside Park and on their sum- 
mit Columbia University, St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal, and the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine. 





Referendum and Municipal Ownership. 

ALBANY, Feb. 18.—Assemblyman Brooks 
introduced a bill to-night which provides 
for the application of a general referendum 
plan to all municipalities of the State. Any 
person may present a petition signed by 5 


per cent. of the electors of the municipality 
asking that an ordinance may be enacted or 
repealed. If the proper officials of a mu- 
nicipality fail to comply with the petition 
the question shall be submitted to the 
electors of the corporation at the next gen- 
eral election. The final section of the bill 
provides that any municipality may con- 
struct and maintain the necessary plant for 
supplying water, light, transportation, and 
telephone service, and may enact ordi- 


nances to regulate the same. 





Taxation in Queens. 
ALBANY, Feb. 18.—In the Assembly to- 
night Mr. Vacheron introduced a bill for a 
more equal system of taxation in the Bor- 
ough of Queens, the Controller of New 
York being authorized to determine what 


general rate of taxation, based upon the 
valuation of property in the borough as 
assessed in 1897 would yield the actual 
proportionate share of the expenses of 
the city for 1898, and which should have 
been raised by tax in said borough. From 
this basis the taxation statement for 1901 
is to be prepared. 


Against One-Man Power at Conventions. 

ALBANY, Feb. 18.—A bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Morgan to-night provides 
that in New York City delegates to Na- 
tional and Stata Conventions and judicial 
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district conventions for districts lying part- 
ly without the county shall be selected by 
the direct vote of electors in such county. 
The purpose of the bill, according to Mr. 
Morgan, is to stop one-man power at po- 
litical conventions and make nominations 
as nearly as possible the direct choice of 


the people, 


In Memory of Senator Parsons. 


ALBANY, Feb. 18.—A memorial session 
of the Senate was held this evening in re- 
Spect to the memory of Senator Cornelius 
R. Parsons of Rochester, whose untimely 
death several weeks ago created general 
sorrow among his political and personal 
friends.

The head of the depart- 
ment, with a salary of $6,000 a year, is to 
have charge of ail printing and binding 
done for the city, and all stationery fur- 
nished, except advertising in newspapers 
other than The City Record. He may em- 
ploy all clerks, assistants, compositors, 
pressmen, and bookbinders needed. He 
may appoint a deputy at $4,000 a year.

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ANTI-RAMAPO BILLS 
MADE PARTY MEASURES 


Democratic Legislators Instructed 
to Vote for Them. 








Controller Coler Appeals to the Cities 
Committee—He Asks Why Re- 
formers Are Inactive. 





The Anti-Ramapo bills now before the 
Legislature have been made Democratic 
Party measures, and the Democratic Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen from New York 
and Kings County received instructions 
yesterday to vote and work for their pas- 
sage. 

James Shevlin, leader of the Kings Coun- 
ty Democracy, in the absence of Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin, instructed many Brooklyn legis- 
lators as to the desires of the erganization. 
John F. Carroll also told several Tammany 
Senators and Assemblymen that they would 
be expected to vote for the measures taking 
away from the Ramapo Company the spe- 
cial rights which it now enjoys. 

** What can I do? I’m only one,” said a 
Tammany Senator yesterday. “If I’m told 
to do a thing, I'll do it. I guess the Ramapo 
bills will go through if they ever get out 
of committee, but it won’t be an easy job 
to get those bills reported. The Anti-Ram- 
apo bills are before the Cities Committee 
in one house and the Judiciary Committee 
in the other. There are ‘slick’ members 
on those committees, but if the bills ever 
come out they will be passed.” 

It was stated yesterday that Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Butts, who will be in 
Albany to look after bills in the interest 
of the City of New York, has been ordered 
to push the anti-Ramapo bills. Mr. Butts 
started for Albany yesterday. He refused 
to state what instructions had been given 
him before he left. 

Controller Coler sent a letter to the Cities 
Committee at Albany yesterday, of which 
the following is a part: 

I urge your honorable committee to take favor- 
able action in regard to Assembly Bill No. 9, 
which has for its purpose the repeal of Chapter 
985 of the Laws of 1895, entitled ‘‘ An Act to 
Limit and Define the Powers of the Ramapo 
Water Company.”’ 

I desire to emphasize the danger which must 
continually threaten the interests of the people 
of New York City—and in fact of the whole State 
~—so long as the Ramapo Water Company is per- 
mitted to retain those extraordinary powers and 
privileges conferred upon it by the act of 1895. 

In the printed brief filed by counsel of the 
Ramapo Water Company it is admitted (Page 36) 
that the supplying of water to the municipality 
‘“‘is but one of the operations which that com- 
pany designs to undertake."’ It proposes, as is 
well known, to utilize the power to be derived 
from the fall of the water, before it reaches the 
last intake, ‘‘in obtaining electrical energy.’’ 

In other words, a great commercial undertak- 
ing is planned exclusively for private gain, in 
which the ar ot New York is to be used as the 
means of enabling the promotors of this scheme 
to reap enormous profits, 

The sources of water supply in the State of 
New York are not so inexhaustible or so readily 
available as to render it unnecessary to guard 
and preserve them for the health, comfort, and 
welfare of the people, The use of water in great 
cities is a necessity of existence; it cannot be 
claimed that the supplying of electrical energy 
is a matter of such equal importance as to war- 
rant the use of the great powers of the State in 
regard to the rights of eminent domain; especial- 
ly when such use operates to hinder the people 
from obtaining a cheap, healthful, and abundant 
supply of water for the ordinary purpose of 
modern municipal life. 

It has been stated that this company has al- 
ready secured options in fourteen counties. 
There is reason to believe that, if not soon 
checked, similar options will be secured in many 
other counties, The charter of the Ramapo 
Water Company as extended by the act of 1895 
has made it a monopoly. No other water com- 
pany possesses similar rights. Is it not reason- 
able, then, to suppose that before long this 
monopoly will be in a position where it can dic- 
tate terms to every town, city, and village in the 
State which seeks to satisfy the increased needs 
for water due to rapidly increasing population? 

Counsel for the company in their brief (Page 
34) ingeniously call attention to the fact that 
the City of New York might, if ft chose, acquire 
by condemnation proceedings the plant of any 
private water company. The City of New York 
has already had a somewhat expensive experi- 
ence in purchasing from private companies fran- 
chises which never should have been permitted 
to pass into the hands of individuals. The fran- 
chise of the East River Bridge, now buNding, is 
an illuminating and quite recent example. 

The City of New York seeks no monopoly ‘in 
the supply of water. It seeks to obtain only 
enough to supply the proper wants of its citi- 
zens. The Ramapo Water Company seeks to 
enmesh every community in the State within its 


coils. 
It has been stated by many members of the 


Legislature which passed the statute of 1895, 
that the action taken in regard thereto was 
without proper knowledge of the meaning of its 
provisions, and without due consideration of the 
momentous results which it has entailed. If that 
be so, it can at least be said that these results 
are now fully known to every sane and intelli- 
gent citizen. There can be no justification either 
fin morals or in sound public policy for making 
the people suffer in perpetuity for the inad- 
vertent mistakes of the past. 

The Controller announced that he would 
go to Albany to-morrow and would stay 
until the end of the week, working for the 
passage of the anti-Ramapo bills. He said: 

“There are many men of prominence who 
are seeking — preferment now in 
temporary retirement when there is a great 
issue before the people. Why are not some 
of the gentlemen who are anxious to help 
the city active in the fight against the 
Ramapo Water Company? This issue is of 
the most vital importance to the city. We 
must repeal the acts giving the Ramapo 
Company absolute power to preempt all 
the watersheds of the State, or New York 
will be for re at the mercy of the com- 
bine. Is it because some of the prominent 
men seeking to be candidates for office are 
atrelA of dissatisfying the Republican lead- 
ers 

‘* Where are the great réformers who say 
they have been fighting in the interests of 
the city? Not one of them outside of the 
Merchants’ Association has taken a stand 
on the repeal of the special privileges to 
the Ramapo Company. They have all got 
their lightning rods out and they don’t dare 
do anything to offend the leaders of the 
Republican organization, because it might 
hurt their chances for the Mayoralty nomi- 
nation. The Committee of Fifteen and the 
Citizens’ Union—where are they in this 
Ramapo business?” 

“Will the Ramapo question figure in the 
coming compare: ” was asked. 

“ Why, it will figure as a samgeten issue 
all over the State, because all the Ramapo 
people have to do is to file a map in any 
county in the State to take the water-sup- 

ly rights. During the past week I have 
been evoting myself to the task of get- 
ting the organizations of New York and 
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Brooklyn to make the Ramapo bills party 
measures. I have received assurances from 
Mr. Carroll and Mr. Shevlin that they will 
So. all they can to pass the anti-Ramapo 
s. 

“Are you a candidate for the Mayoral- 
ty?” was asked. 

“I am not a candidate for anything just 
now. I am attending to the business of the 
Finance Department.” 


DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS CALLED. 


To Consider Ramapo Repeal—Company 
Held Responsible for Brooklyn’s Wa- 
ter Famine, Says Mr. McKeown. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb.-18.—Assemblyman 
McKeown of Brooklyn, who acted as the 
minority leader of the House, gave notice 
in the Assembly to-night of a Democratic 
caucus to-morrow morning. Mr. McKeown 
was asked after the Assembly had ad- 
journed what subject the caucus would 
take up. He said: 

“The caucus is called especially to con- 
sider the Ramapo Repeal bill. I cannot 
say in advance what action the caucus will 
take, but I think it will decide in favor of 
the minority pressing the repeal bill. Our 
people in Brooklyn have been suffering 
through the scarcity of the water supply, 
and they have a well-settled notion that the 
Ramapo Water Company is responsible for 
the existing water conditions in our city. 
They are, therefore, in favor of legislation 
which will render this company powerless 


to exercise any further restraint upon 
Brooklyn’s water supply.” 

Mr. Morgan, who introduced the repeal 
bill, is very confident that the bill will be 
reported out and passed. 








ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 18.—Assemblyman 
Otto Kelsey, Chairman of the Assembly 
Cities Committee, said to-night: 

“The committee are practically of one 
mind on anti-Ramapo legislation, but we 
Want to treat the matter carefully,.so that 
no innocent person Whose rights may be 
affected by our action will have cause for 
complaint. We shall—at least I know I am 
willing—take up Ramapo legislation to- 
morrow or Thursday. The New York mem- 
bers of the committee have very positive 
opinions about Ramapo. We shall take 
such action, I am sure, as will meet with 
general approval.”’ 

The anti-Ramapo bill will be considered 
by the Senate Committee on Judiciary at 
an executive session on Wednesday after- 
noon.

The defense in the case of Jesse R. Davis, 
one of the Bellevue Hospital nurses charged 
with having caused the death of Louis H. 
Hilliard in the Bellevue insane pavilion on 
Dec, 12, was begun at the afternoon ses- 
sion yesterday, in Part II. of the General 
Sessions Court, before Judge Cowing and a 
jury. 

According to a statement from Francis A. 
Wellman, of the defense, expert witnesses 
will be called to contradict the State’s ex- 
perts and to prove that the breaking of 
the hyoid bone does not of necessity cause 
asphyxiation, but that the victim may live 
for days without realizing the extent of 
his injuries. The defense will try to prove, 
therefore, that Hilliard’s Adam's apple was 
broken before he was admitted to the hos- 
pital. With this end in view, testimony was 
brought out yesterday to show that Hil- 
liard’s voice was husky and that he swal- 
lowed with difficulty, Incidentally, aside 
from proving that the fatal injuries were 
received before the defendant nurse came 
into charge of the patient, Mr. Wellman 
will try to prove that the cause of death 
was due to alcoholic mania and acute gas- 
tritis. 

When court opened yesterday morning the 
prosecution had exhausted its witnesses, 
with the exception of Ann McDermott, a 
cook in the insane pavilion, and Coroners’ 
Physician Edward J. Donlin, who _ per- 
tormed the autopsy in the case. Since last 
Wednesday the District Attorney has been 
trying to find the McDermott woman, but 
without success. 

Assistant District Attorney Pierce called 
Detective Sergeants John Cuff, William S. 
Tobin, and Benjamin Spear, who testified 
that they had made diligent but futile 
search to find Ann McDermott, 

Mr. Wellman objected to this testimony, 
and offered to have Ann McDermott’s 
sworn testimony before the Coroner read 
to the jury. 

**You have no right,” said Judge Cowing, 
“to make comments or representations. 
The District Attorney has a right to prove 
his inability to produce a witness,” 

“I will read so much of Ann McDer- 
mott’s testimony as is applicable to the 
case,’’ said Mr. Pierce. ** You may read 
the rest, Mr. Wellman.”’ 

**I object unless all is read,” 
Wellman. 

The testimony was not read, 

Then the prosecution's last witness, Dr. 
Edward Donlin. was called. He testified 
that he had no knowledge of what caused 
Hilliard’s death when he made the autopsy 
on his body at the Morgue, on Dec. 13. He 
described the condition in which he found 
the body, noting the contusions and abra- 
sions. 

‘I found the third, fourth, and fifth ribs 
on the left side fractured,’”’ said he, “ the 
lungs congested, the heart dilated, hemor- 
rhages of the brain, the blood dark and 
fluid, the hyoid bone fractured, hemor- 
rhages around the trachea and glottis, and 
usphyxiation. In other words, he had been 
strangled.”’ 

Mr. Wellman objected to this. 

** Was strangulation the cause of death?” 
asked Mr. Pierce. 

“ Yes,”’ said Dr. Donlin. He was then led 
to testify as to other post-mortem indica- 
tions which would point to strangulation. 

Asked, upon cross-examination by Mr. 
Wellman, whether a sheet twisted about 
deceased’s neck with sufficient violence to 
cause death would leave any marks, the 
witness said it would not, owing to the 
uniform pressure and broad surface. 

Mr. Wellman, in opening for the defense, 
waived the formal address to the jury, and 
asked them only to keep their judgment in 
abeyance until they had heard the wit- 
nesses for the defense. 

Dr. Henry Rock O'Connor was the first 
witness called. He testified that in March 
of 1888 he had been called to treat de- 
ceased for alcoholism and acute gastritis. 
He said he had known Hilliard as a hard 
drinker, had examined ‘his heart with a 
stethoscope, and had found it so dilated and 
diseased that he was obliged to modify the 
strong sedatives with which otherwise he 
would have treated the patient. On cross- 
examination by Mr. Pierce, the witness 
said he would not be surprised to learn 
that in 1900, one year after treatment, the 
patient was an acknowledged expert swim- 
mer. Mr. Pierce then tried to discredit the 
witness by asking him who was paying 
him to testify. The answer was that he 
came because he had been asked to testify 
by Dr. Hollis and that no question as to 
remuneration had been raised, 

When asked on redirect examination 
what such a heart as he described Hilliard’s 
was would look like on an autopsy he said 
** dilated and flabby.”’ The answer pleased 
Mr. Wellman, for it was the condition of 
deceased’s heart as described by the Coro- 
ners’ Physician while on the stand. 

The next witness was Walter C. Gordon, 
a pupil nurse of the Mills Training School 
on duty the night Hilliard was brought to 
the pavilion. He said he found Hilliard 
in a restraining belt, tied with a sheet to a 
cot ina room. He gave him medicine that 
night, and five or six times gave him 
water from a spout cup. He described the 
“deceased’s voice as “ husky,” and said he 
had trouble in swallowing the water. He 
said he, noticed, also, that the patient then 
had a contusion over the right eye and a 
seratch on one leg. The man’s body he 
did not see, as it was covered. 

Herbert G. Baker, another pupil nurse, 
Was the next witness, and he confirmed 

tactically all his predecessor had said. 

hen John Fleischman and Herbert Amer- 
sen, two Morgue attendants, were called. 
They contradicted the testimony of the two 
patients who were called last week, and 
who testified that when the body was re- 
moved to the Morgue it was taken away 
covered by a black cloth. ‘No such cover- 
ing was used, the witnesses said. 

Br. John W. Moore of Bellevue Hospital, 
who was in charge of the insane pavilion 
at the time of Hilliard’s death, rehearsed 
the scene he witnessed when he hurried to 
the pavilion in answer to a cal! that a man 
was dying. Then he was asked: 

‘““Did you employ a stethoscope to find 
whether the man’s heart had ceased beat- 
ing after you decided that artificial respira- 
tion was useless?”’ 

*T did.” 

** Describe how, please?”’ 

*T put it on his bared chest.”’ 

** Did you see any marks of violence there 
at the time?’”’ 

“*T did not.” 

The doctor said that the face did not 
present the appearance of death by stra 
gulation.

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MRS. NATION AGAIN IN JAIL. 


Refuses to Give a $2,000 Bond to Keep 
the Peace—Judge Thinks She 
Is Insane. 

TOPEKA, Feb. 18.—To-night Mrs. Nation 
is in the county jail because she refused to 
give $2,000 bail under a peace warrant pro- 
cured by the cold storage firm into whose 
place she and her crowd of ‘‘ Home De- 
fenders broke yesterday. Her day was 
spent in the courts. 

This morning the hearing of the action 
brought by the keeper of a “ joint '’ wrecked 
ten days ago was resumed in the City 
Court. The courtroom was jammed. Coun- 
sel for the prosecution backed his argument 
by citations from numerous law books, 
while Mrs. Nation's counsel relietl mainly 
upon quotations from the Scripture. While 
he was foreibly contending that his client 
as a private person had the right to abate 
a nuisance. Mrs. Nation left her seat and 
opened a window. ‘The cold wind swept in 
and blew the papers about the courtroom. 
Judge McCabe ordered Marshal Ross to 
close the window and lower it from the top. 
Mrs. Nation rushed back and again raised 
the lower sash. She was compelled to re- 
main in her seat when the window had 
been again closed, much to her chagrin. 

When the argument in the case was 
closed Judge McCabe said: ‘* The question 
is new and important, which entitles it to a 
thorough consideration. I shall take such 
time as seems necessary to me, as we have 
no decision of our own Supreme Court. 
The Court will announce a decisien Thurs- 
day morning at 9 o’clock.’’ : 

The peace warrant procured by the cold- 
storage firm was served on Mrs. Nation in 
the morning, and this afternoon she ap- 
peared in court before District Judge Ha- 
zen. Will Moeser, a member of the firm, 
was the first witness called. Mrs. Nation, 
who acted as her own counsel, opened fire 





with all manner of questions. Objections 
were offered by the county authorities, 
most of which were sustained. 


Other witnesses followed, and in a like 
manner, and she kept up a hot fusillade of 
questions, wanting to know ‘‘ How many 
hatchets were used in breaking in; what 
do you keep in your place; isn’t it a fact 
that you keep all kinds of hell broth?” &c. 

Mrs. Nation could not understand the 
sustaining of the many objections, aid 
said she did not think the Judge was fair 
with her. 

After hearing the evidence Judge Hazen 
heid Mrs, Nation under a two-thousand- 
dollar bond te keep the peace. She refused 
emphatically to make any effort to pro- 
cure a bondsman, and was taken to the 
county jail, where she will probably stay 
for some time to come, as she declares she 
will resume smashing saloons at once upon 
leaving fail. 

Judge Hazen to-night placed Cal McDon- 
ald, Mrs. Rose Crist, and Miss Madeline 
Southard under peace bonds. McDonald's 
bond is $1,000; the others are $500 each. 
The Judge delivered a scathing address to 
the three Nation lieutenants. He expressed 
the opinion that Mrs. Nation is Insane, and 
said these persons who encourage her 
methods of reform ought to be ashamed of 
themselves. 

This afternoon Mrs. Nation received a 
telegram from a theatrical manager offer- 
ing her $500 a week to take a part in a 
temperence play. She cnswered: * Not 
yet while I got some sense,”’ 


MORE CRUSADES IN KANSAS. 


LAWRENCE, Kan., Feb. 18.—The Wo- 
men's Christian Temperance Union mass 
meeting of last night, to open an active 


campaign against ‘ joints,’’ was followed 
to-day by a visit of a number of women to 
the police court, where a lot of liquor se- 
cured in a raid last Summer was given to 
the women to smash. The women first 
went to the office of a Justice of the Peace 
and broke a couple of bottles of whisky 
as evidence, and then destroyed the rest of 
the stuff in the street.

JUSTICE BREWER LECTURES. 


Discusses “Joint’” Smashing 
Lynching Before Yale Students. 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 18.—David J. 
Brewer, Associate Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, delivered the fourth 
lecture in the Yale course this afternoon, 
on the ‘ Responsibilities of Citizenship.” 


He discussed the question of strikes, also 
the overriding of the law in lynchings and 
the exhibition of popular indignation over 
the lawlessness in the State of Kansas. 
Referring to the latter, Justice Brewer said 
in part: 

‘In the larger cities of Kansas there 
now is a spasmodic exhibition of virtue, and 
Mrs. Carrie Nation hopes to be the succes- 
sor of John Brown. Spasmodic virtue is 
the poorest that any one can have. It is 
next door to intentional vice. It may be 
that for a time the violations of the pro- 
hibition law will be stopped, but ultimately 
we fear that the officers who have been 
delinquent will become indifferent again, 
and that the community will also become 
lax in sentiment. Ten years from now we 
fear that conditions will become worse than 
they have been.”’ Es 

As to lynchings the jurist said: ‘‘ We used 
to find some justification for a community 
taking the law into its own hands by plead- 
ing that circumstances demanded a quick 
justice. It has seemed to me that in some 
eases legislation was conceived for ob- 





and 


structing the punishment of criminals. 
Courts and Executives have been tender 
hearted. It is not wonderful, therefore, 


that communities have punished when they 
feared that the law would interpose de- 
lays. But when legislators become aroused 
by the moral sense of the communities 
they will enact such legislation that justice 
will be facilitated. Then lynchings will be 
forgotten and be a matter of history.” 


EXPLOSION IN ENGINE HOUSE. 


A two-story brick building on West Fif- 
teenth Street, near Surf Avenue, Coney 
Island, occupied by Fire Engine Company 
No. 44, was partially wrecked shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday by the explosion of a 
hot water boiler. Three firemen were in- 
jured by the explosion. The injured men 
are Charles Wickman, thirty-one years 
old, of Neptune Avenue, Coney Island; John 
Bowen, ihirty-four years old, of West 
Twelfth Street, Coney Island, and Henry 
Erickson, twenty-six years old, of 243 Co- 
lumbia Street, Brooklyn, 

The boiler was located in the south side 


of the building. Bowen, Wickman, and 
Erickson were within a few feet of it 
when it exploded. The force of the ex- 


plosion threw the three men against thé 
side wall, where they fell in a heap. The 
cement floor was torn up for a space of 
about ten square feet, nearly every window 
yane in the building was shattered, the 
ree front doors were blown out, and a 
number of spokes in the wheels of the fire 
engine were broken like pipe stems. 
Although all was excitement and noise, 
there were three well-trained members of 
the engine company who remained perfect- 


ly calm through it all. These were the 
three horses, who stood quietly in their 
stalls. 


A big crowd gathered about the building. 
The nearest ambulances to the scene were 
those at the Kings County Hospital, in 
Flatbush, and the Norwegian Hospital, at 
Fourth Avenue and Forty-sixth Street, both 
more than five miles away. Drs. Pierce, 
Hill, and Beck of the district were called. 
They found that Bowen and Erickson were 
suffering from severe bruises and cuts. 
Besides being cut and bruised, Wickman 
received a compound fracture of the right 
leg. Bowen and Erickson were taken to 
their homes, while Wickman was removed 
to the Norwegian Hospital. 

Late reports from the hospital were to 
the effect that Wackerman would live, but 
that his right leg would have to be am- 
putated to-day.

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TRYING TO PROVE AN 
ALIBI FOR KENNEDY 


Defense Declares Another Person 
Had Threatened Dolly Reynolds. 








Evidence to Show the Dentist Was Not 
in the Hotel the Night of 
the Murder. 





Dr. Samuel J, Kennedy’s counsel began 
their final effort to disprove the charge of 
murder hanging over the dentist yesterday 
by introducing in evidence the testimony of 
several of the accused man’s fellow-resi- 
dents of Staten Island, who swore positive- 
ly that they had seen Kennedy on his way 
home at the time when, as the prosecution 
claims, he was at the Grand Hotel, where 
Dolly Reynolds met her death. 

Strong intimations that before the trial 
ended motive would be shown for the com# 
mission of the crime by a person acquaint- 
ed with the girl were made by Lawyer W. 
W. Cantwell in opening his client’s case. 

“We will show you a motive for the per- 
petration of this brutal murder, gentlemen 
of the jury,” said Mr. Cantwell, ‘‘ but of 
another kind and in another person than 
this defendant, Kennedy. We will show 
you that the man who was most intimate 
with Dolly Reynolds was overheard in her 
flat to threaten her life on many occasions. 
She was heard, too, to beg for her life, and 
in reply was angrily told that ‘*‘ Some day 
I'll send you to -— yet.’’ We do not now 
charge this man with the commission of 
this crime, but before this trial ends more 
than a suspicion will attach to him as its 
instigator” 

Kennedy, Mr. Cantwell continued, it 
would be shown by many witnesses, was 
not in the Grand Hotel on the night of the 
murder, and was seen by a friend on Sixth 
Avenue at 7 o’clock, the time several wait- 
ers and bellboys swore he was in the hotel, 
and his movements up to 3 o’clock on the 
morning of Aug. 16, when his mother en- 
tered his room to throw a comforter over 
him, the defense declared, would be proved 
to the satisfaction of the jury. 

W. F. Uffer, the first witness, a lifelong 
friend of the Kennedys, swore that he met 


the acused dentist on Sixth Avenue, near 
Twenty-eighth Street, about 7 o'clock on 


the night of Aug. 15, 1898, and walked with 


him down the avenue to Twenty-third 
Street. Here they separated, The defense 
claims that Kennedy went to Proctor's 


Theatre, remaining until about 11 o'clock, 
when he took a Broadway car to the South 
Ferry, boarded the 12:25 Staten Island 
ferryboat, arriving at St. George at 12:45, 
and missing the 12:45 train, walked to his 
home in New Dorp. Alfred J. Wagner and 
Thomas J. Fenley, hackmen, swore that 
they saw Kennedy come off this boat at 
the time mentioned and that he appeared to 
be a little under the influence of liquor, 

Edward Burns, a produce dealer, swore 
that he passed Kennedy on the road lead- 
ing to New Dorp about 2:30 o’clock in the 
morning and that Kennedy offered him a 
dollar to take him to New Dorp. Burns 
swore positively in a very loud voice that 
he saw Kennedy walking along the road 
leading from Clifton to New Dorp, and that 
he held a short conversation with him. As 
he was in a hurry to get to New York, he 
refused the offer of a dollar. 

Mr. Melintyre, for the prosecution, who 
had been largely contributing to the dis- 
comfiture of previous witnesses, had the 
tables turned on him with a vengeance, 
and Burns insisted on telling his story in 
his own way, despite Justice Fursman’'s 
threat to send him to jail if he did not tes- 
tify in a legal manner. 


“You have been convicted and served 
sentences several times,’’ said Mr. McIn- 
tyre. 


“What for?" bellowed Burns. 


‘Well, I'll tell you—"’ began Mr. Mclin- 
tyre. a little disconcerted. 

“Well, tell me,’’ shouted the produce 
dealer. 

‘**Didn’t you once serve a ten-year sen- 
tence for robbery?”"’ 

‘*No, Sir-ree. I served five years and 
nine months, and got an honorable dis- 


charge thirty-nine years ago, and I can 
prove it. I've been a good citizen ever 
since.”’ 

“You were also convicted of assault a 
year ago and fined $50? "’ 

** No, tr. Twenty-five dollars,” said 


Burns, indignantly. 

* You sell green goods, don’t you?”’ asked 
Mr. Mcintyre. 

** Yea, Sir.”’ 

* All sorts?” 
‘*No, Sir; only vegetables."’ 

Justice Fursman frowned and said: 

“I'll send you to jail, Burns, if you don’t 
answer decently.” 

‘**Did you ever see Kennedy before? 

‘Fifty times, I guess. You see, it's like 
this. I meet the boats to get customers, 
and they say to me, *‘ Well, Burns, I haven't 
seen you in a good while. Send me up a 


” 


barrel,’ ”’ 
“Stop, stop, I say.’’ commanded Justice 
Fursman,. ‘** Where did you see Kennedy?’”’ 


‘“ Why, coming off the boat, your Honor.” 

“Did you know him?” 

‘*No, Sir. | never had an introduction, 
and if I am not introduced to people I don’t 
know them.” 

“How did you happen to be a witness in 
this case’?”’ 

**T'm a volunteer witness, I am. I hunted 
up these counsel men.” 

The trial will continue to-day. 


NOW ACCUSED OF BLACKMAIL. 


Myron I. Bernard, Who Turned State’s 
Evidence in the E. S. Dean Co. 
Swindle Case, Again Arrested. 


Myron I]. Bernard, who turned State's 
evidence in the FE. S. Dean Company swin- 
dle case last year, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on a charge of attempting black- 
mail. His accuser is Mrs, Elizabeth Weis- 
ner of 2,175 Bathgate Avenue, who says 
Bernard represented himself to be a re- 
porter and to have a scandalous story 
about her which he would publish if she did 
not pay him $300. She and a detective say 
she paid Bernard $50 in marked bills, and 
the detective arrested him. 

Bernard used to be a reporter. He is now 
about forty years old and gave his resi- 
dence as 107 West One Hundred and Thir- 
tieth Street. He was one of the incorpo- 
rators of the E. S. Dean Company, and was 
indicted with James B. Kellogg and Sam- 
uel Keller. The latter, with Bernard, turned 
State’s evidence, and Kellogg went to 
prison for seven years and six months. 
Bernard's $10,000 bail was not lifted. 

Mrs. Weisner is widow of the man who 
committed suicide some time ago, and gave 
notice to his widow that he was to have a 
twenty-five-thousand-dollar monument or 
she would be wholly cut off. 

Mrs. Weisner consulted her counsel, Fer- 
dinand Eidman, Friday, telling him that 
on that day Bernard had called on her at 
her home and made the demand of which 
he is accused. She says she told Bernard 
she did not have any money with her, but 
that if he put off the matter till Monday 


she would try to give him some money 
then. An appointment was made for yes- 
terday. 


Mr. Eidman informed the Tremont police, 
and Detective Ward was detailed on the 
ease. He went to Mrs. Welisner’s house 
about 4 o’clock and gave Mrs. Weisner $50 
in marked bills to pay to Bernard when he 
called. Bernard appeared at 5:30. Ward 
was in the closet, and Mrs. Weisner said: 

** Here’s the money,’’ handing the marked 
bills to Bernard. 

He took the bills, and then Ward stepped 
out of the closet. Bernard was astounded, 
but he recovered in a second and, throwing 
the bills on the floor, started to run. Ward 
caught him at the foot of the stairs. The 
prisoner was taken to the Morrisania _ sta- 
tion and he will be arraigned in the Mor- 
risania Court this morning. 


REV. MR. KELLER OUT OF DANGER. 





Clergymen Raising a Fund to Procure 
Counsel for Him. 


The physicians attending the Rev. John 
Keller, shot by Thomas G. Barker, at Ar- 
lington, announced yesterday that he was 
practically out of danger; that there is 


every indication that the sight of the left 
eye will be preserved, although it will re- 
main feeble; and that the disfigurement of 
the face will not be very great. He sat 
up in bed during the day, and it is believed 
that he will soon be able to appear in court 
to prosecute Barker, 

The clergymen of the Newark Episgopal 
diocese are raising funds to employ counsel 
to defend him against the charge of assault 
made by Mrs. Barker, and to prosecute her 
husband for the shooting.

According to Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, 
the alienist, a belief in Christian Science is 
a form of insanity, and he says, further- 
more, that this form of insanity is likely to 
be contagious. The examination of Chris- 
tian Scientists in the Brush will contest be- 
fore Surrogate Fitzgerald was suspended 
part of the day yesterday in order to allow 
Dr. Hamilton to give expert testimony for 
the contestants, 

As usual, Mrs. Stetson, the First Reader, 
occupied a front seat at the hearing. She 
will go on the stand later in the week and, 
as an ‘‘expert’”’ in Christian Science, try 
to overthrow the testimony of Dr. Hamil- 
ton. 

The first question asked Dr. Hamilton was 
the usual long hypothetical question which 
reviews all the testimony brought out as to 
the life and habits of the person in ques- 
tion. In answer to this question, Dr. Ham- 
ilton said that Miss Helen C. Brush was in- 
Sane at the time she willed nearly all of 
her property to the Christian Scientists. 

“Is it a sign of insanity if a person be- 
lieves that when the blood is drawn from 
the body that the person would continue to 

ve?’ 

“It would amount to an insane delusion.” 

“Is the belief that a germ disease can be 
eured by Christian Science an insane delu- 
sion?"

**Do you believe that a person influenced 
by such delusions as I have set forth in my 
question could be of sound mind on other 
subjects?” 

**T don’t believe that she was of sound 
mind in any respect, but I think she could 
be apparently rational on certain subjects. 
There are persons engaged in business in 
this city who have insane delusions on cer- 
tain subjects.” 

On cross-examination, Dr. Hamilton was 
asked: 

‘Why do you think that Miss Brush was 
insane?” 

‘Because of her delusions, one of them 
being that all of her blood could be pumped 
out and she could still live.”’ 

**Do you consider her belief that she had 
been cured of consumption by Christian 
Science an insane belief? ”’ 

** I consider that it was a delusion.’”’ 

“Tf the treatment Miss Brush received 
from Christian Scientists had, as a matter 
of fact, been beneficial, would you then say 
she was insane when she believed that the 
treatment had been beneficial? "’ 

“Not if it was a fact,’’ responded Dr. 
Hamilton. He said he was firm in the be- 
lief that Miss Brush was a victim of gen- 
eral insanity. 

‘“*“And you would say that she was gener- 
ally insane, even though she could converse 
freely in German and French, was a reader 
of high-class literature, and was a skilled 
musician and was a lover of art?”

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MR. CANNON TALKS OF 
THE APPROPRIATIONS 


Replies to Senator Hale’s Charge 
of Extravagance. 


———- om 
Blames the Minority for Not Helping 


Those of the Majority Who Try 
to be Economical. © 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—While the 
House to-day was considering the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill, Mr. Cannon, (Rep., 
Il.,) Chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, made a general statement regard- 
ing the status of the appropriations for this 
session. He was led to make it, he said, 
by remarks made in the Senate, (referring 
to Senator Hale’s statement.) He said the 
situation was quite bad enough without ex- 
agegeerating it. 

Mr. Cannon called attention to the fact 
that the increases placed upon the River 
and Harbor bill and other bills by. the Sen- 
ate must have the assent of the House if 
they were to prevail. He said that he had 
never seen a minority so strenuous in its in- 
sistence about economy, whieh was less 
efficient in holding up the hands of those 
of the majority who were trying to be eco- 
nomical. , 

“If the gentleman will get entirely out of 
his own church,” interrupted Mr. McDer- 


mott, (Dem., N. J.,) ‘‘ we will help him 
throw bricks at the windows. ‘The trouble 
is the gentleman stays inside: and preaches 
to those on the outside.”’ 

“The gentleman’s suggestion,” replied 
Mr. Cannon, “embodies a good deal of 
partisanship. This Government is a gov- 
ernment of parties. ‘The party in power is 
responsible, it fs true, but it is. the func- 
tion of the minority to curb the majority. 
I do not believe it is its function so to con- 
duct itself as apparently to keep the record 
straight while it pokes wise economy, under 
the fifth rib.” i 

‘What caused the large increases? 
asked Mr. Newlands, (Sil, Nev.) ‘' Were 
not the extraordinary increases almost ex- 
clusively confined to the army and navy? 
Does the gentleman expect the members 
upon this side to refuse to vote what is de- 
manded for the healthy development of this 
country to.enable you to go out beyond the 
borders of the United States and maintain 
and develop an empire abroad?”’ 

**T stood heré with some of'my colleagues 
for days and weeks,’ replied Mr, Cannon, 
‘trying to prevent the declaration of the 
war with Spain, while the gentleman and 
those en his side of the House raised the 
hue and cry, shouting, ‘ War, war, war! 
I stood here as best | could until the de- 
struction of the Maine compelled the war, 
and then I was willing to vote every man 
and levy every dollar of taxation necessary 
to uphold the flag and bring the war to a 
suecessful conclusion, and the gentleman 
voted against the measttre necessary to 
raisa the money to prosecute the war.” 

*T will say,”’ replied Mr. Newlands, * that 
I voted against the War Revenue bill be- 
cause it imposed the burden of this war 
upon the consumption of the country in the 
shape of a per capita tax, instead of upon 
the wealth of the country. I was for the 
war, and I was for giving the revenue to 
maintain that war, but | was not for plac- 
ing the burdens of that war upon the great 
masses of the people and exempting the 
wealth of the country.” 

Mr. Cannon—Yes, my friend reminds me of 
an early Illinois politician who said, ** Yes, 
by hokey, I am for the law, but agin its en- 
forcement.’’ The gentleman was for the 
war, but against the legislation necessary 
to bring it to a successful conclusion. I 
stand ready to co-operate with my party or 
any party for meeting the consequences of 
that war, and if it requires an army, give 
it. If it requires a navy, give it. The war 
with Spain will be responsible for great 
appropriations and expenditures when you 
and I have-passed out of this hall and have 
died and been forgotten.’’ 

Later on, speaking of the bond issues be- 
queathed by the Democratic Administra- 
tion, Mr. Cannon said: ** Under Mr, Cleve- 
land's Administration we were down in the 
valley of desolation of hard times. It was 
seemingly almost an everlasting grind.” 

Mr. Benton, (Dem., Mo.)—Please do not 
charge that against anybody. 

Mr. Cannon—Youexplain that one way and 
we- Republicans explain-it another way, 
The condition of things was so bad that our 
Democratic friends turned around and 
trampled under foot and spat upon the 
child of their own loins. 

Mr. Benton—Then do not charge it to us. 

Mr. Cannon—I am not charging it to you. 
IT think, however, with due respect, speak- 
ing from the political standpoint, he is the 
most creditable thing that has happened to 
you, 

" ‘The House laid aside the bill Mr.

MR. PETTUS ON THE SUBSIDY BILL. 
Draws Parallel Between Beneficiaries 
and Two Dishonest Lawyers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Mr. Pettus 
(Dem., Ala,) addressed the Senate to-day 
in opposition to the Ship Subsidy bill. He 
likened the beneficiaries under the Subsidy 


bill to two attorneys, who, by questionable 
methods, once had won in the courts a 
noted case involving a large amount of 
cotton. As the two were dividing the 
$5,000 fee, one of them remarked, gravely: 
* We are not in danger of going to the 
poorhouse, but are we not rubbing up 
against the walls of the penitentiary? ”’ 

“The beneficiaries of this bill,’’ said Mr, 
Pettus, *‘ will never be in danger of the 
poorhouse.”’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Senate 
Committee on Commerce to-day concluded 
the consideration of the River and Harbor 
bill. Action upon several amendments 
heretofore adopted has been reconsidered 


und various House provisions recast, until 
the total appropriations have been reduced 
below that made by the House. The Nic- 
aragua Canal amendment was voted down 
to-day. The bill will be reported to the 
Senate to-morrow. F 

The committee caused the reduction ‘in 
the total of the bill by horizontal cuts on 
all important items, these reductions 
amounting to one-fourth in all appropria- 
tions of over $50,000 in immediate cases ap- 
propriations and one-third on all appro- 
priations in excess of $300,000 for continu- 
ing contracts. These reductions were made 
in all sums above those amounts, whether 
they were as the bill passed the House or 
2s it had been amended by the Senate com- 
mittee. In some instances the committee 
had increased the amounts provided by the 
House, and in some cases of this kind the 
reductions amounted to a practical return 
to the House figures. 

There were also some entirely new items 
added by the committee. All were reduced. 
‘The bill therefore is practically a new 
me@asure as to amounts. 

Representatives who had hoped to get 
large appropriations for rivers, and har- 
bors at this session were very anxious to- 
day about the talk they heard on the floor 
of the Senate and the rumors that came 
from members of the Commerce Commit- 
tee. Many suggestions were heard about 
the fear on the part of the Senators that 
the bill would oe stranded in the Senate. 
The cetermination of one dissatisfied Sena- 
tor, if not healed by amendments to shut 
him off, wil! lead to debate and the abaii- 
donment of the bill, in order that really in- 
dispensable appropriations shall get 
through. 

Already there is some talk of having 
ready a joint resolution providing for the 
carrying out of contracts already begun, 
and the akandcnment of the least impor- 
tant appropriations until the extra session 
or the regular session. 

PUNISHMENT FOR HAZING. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—In the Senate 
to-day, Mr. Sewell (Rep., N. J.,) called up 
the conference report on the Military Acad- 
emy Appropriation bill. Mr. Daniel (Dem., 


Va.,) inquired if the measure, as agreed 
upon by the conferrees, provided that a 
eadet convicted of hazing should be de- 
barred from holding a commission in ‘the 
United States Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps. 

Mr. Sewell replied that such a provision 
had been embodied in the bill as it passed 
the Senate, and it was in the measure as 
agreed upon in conference. 

Mr. Daniel protested against such action 
by Congress, declaring tht to enact such 
an “extreme and cruel provision’’ would 
be worse than the offense of hazing itself 
*JTt-is an extreme and gross invasion of 
personal rights,” said he, “‘to which I 
could never give my assent.” He said it 
would cause the good sense of the country 
to revolt, and- would be a stain upon the 
statute books. He would not vote for any 
bill or for any conference report that 
meted out so cruel and lifelong a_punish- 
ment for an offense that might be com- 
mitted in the thoughtlessness of youth. He 
declared his intention of insisting thes the 
provision should be stricken from the re- 
port. The report went over until to-mor- 
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MORE PNEUMATIC TUBE TALK. MR. GAGE’S EXPLANATION 


Western Senators Argue for the Con- 
tinuance. of the Service—Matter 
Comes Up Again To-day. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Senate to- 
day devoted some time to the Post Office 
Appropriation bill when the committee 
amendment appropriating $500,000 for the 
extension of the transportation of mail by 
the pneumatic tube system was reached. 
Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Col.,) said the provision 
Was practically the same as that proposed 
in the last session of Congress, except that 
it previded for the continuation of con- 
tracts for pneumatic tube service which, 
by limitation, expire July 1 next. Per- 
sonally, he was opposed to the provision, 
and he asked therefore that one of the ad- 
vocates of the provision take charge of it. 
Mr. Allison (Rep., Iowa,) made a point 
of order against the provision that it was 
general legislation on an appropriation bill. 
The Chair (Mr. Beveridge, Ind.,) held the 

point well taken. 
Mr. Mason (Rep., Ill.,) then made an ap- 


peal to Mr. Allison to withdraw his point 
of order, but Mr. Allison replied that ne 
had had opportunity to investigate the sub- 
ject, and he was satisficd the time was not 
Yipe for pneumatic tube legislation. 

Mr. Mason contended that the point of 
order was enjust and unfair. Its imme- 
diate effect, he said, would be to deprive 
Chicago of the same mail facilities as are 
6hjoyed by the people of New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Boston. 

Mr. Chandler, (Rep., N. H.,) Mr. Mason, 
and Mr. Cullom, (Rep., Ill.,) advocated the 
amendment at length, while Mr. Allison 
ahd Mr. Pettigrew (Sil., S. D.,) antago- 
nized it. Finally by unanimous consent 
the entire question, including the point of 
order, went over until to-morrow. 

Mr. Butler (Pop., N. C.,) offered an 
amendment ‘reducing the sum _ appropri- 
ated for, inland. transportation of mail by 
railroad routes from $34,700,000 to $32,000,- 
oOo, and authorizing the Postmaster Gen- 
eral to readjust the cost of carrying the 
mails over railroad routes and reduce it 
at least 5 per cent. below the figures paid 
at presert. 

Mr. SButler’s amendment was pending 
When the bill was laid aside for the day. 


$5,000,000 FOR ST. LOUIS. 


House Votes the Money to Aid the Ex- 
position—Democrats Say Mr. Can- 
non Is Inconsistent. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The House to- 
day, under suspension of the rules, passed 
the bill appropriating $5,000,000 for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, which is to 
be held at St. Louis. The vote on the bill 

was 191 to 41. 

Among those who argued against the 
passage of the bill were Mr. Maddox (Dem., 
Ga.,) and Mr. Sims, (Dem., Tenn.) 

Mr. Maddox said in the course of his 
speech that the $5,000,000 the bill carried 
would build fifty necessary public build- 
ings, and yet no public buildings were to 
be authorized by this Congress on account 


of the growth of expenditures. He was 
anxious, he said, to see where the ‘‘ Watch 
Dog of the Treasury,’’ Mr. Cannon, (Rep., 
1ll..) stood upon this bill. 

Mr. Sims, who followed Mr. Maddox, 
taunted Mr. Cannon with fighting honest 
claims of a.few hundred dollars and then 
remaining quiescent when such‘a bill as 
the pending one was before the House. He 
declared that Mr. Cannon, if he would ex- 
ert his influence, could defeat this meas- 
ure. Mr. Sims declared that no exposition 
bill was justifiahbJe. He appealed to his 
Democratic colleagues not to vote for the 
pending measure. 

Mr. Cannon replied that he had consist- 
ently and persistentiy opposed such legis- 
lation. He agreed that exposition matters 
had run wild, But this bill was now upon 
a footing where it could not be disregard- 
ed. He had opposed the paragraph in the 
Sundry Civil bill at the last session. It 
had been placed upon the bill by Senator 
Cockrell, a Democrat, in the Senate. He 
had opposed it with voice and vote, but it 
had become a law. St. Louis had complied 
with its part of the contract, and the Gov- 
ernment was obligated to comply also. He 
should therefore vote for the pending bill.

LABOR BILL DEFEATED. 


Measure to Regulate Use of Restraining 
Orders, as Amended, Opposed by 
Labor Organizations. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Littlefield (Rep., Me.,) moved to 
pass, under suspension of the rules, the bill 
to define the meaning of the word “ con- 
spiracy’’ and to regulate the use of re- 
straining orders, as proposed to be amend- 
ed by the committee. He said that bill was 
designed to exempt labor unions from the 
operation of the conspiracy clause of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust act, but .confined the 
exemptions within certain limitations by 
the operation of the amendments, which the 
Judiciary Committee recommended, as fol- 

lows: 

Provided, that the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to threats to injure the person or the 
property, business, or occupation of any person, 
firm, association, or corporation through inti- 
midation, or coercion; nor to any acts, causing 
or intended to cause an illegal interference, by 
overt acts with the rights of others. 

It ts proposed also to omit from the bill the 
following words, ‘“‘nor shall such agreement, 
combination, or contract be considered as in 
restraint of trade or commerce."’ 

Mr. Terry (Dem., Ark.,) argued that the 
amendments proposed by the committee 
would destroy the purpose of the bill, the 
object for which the labor organizations 
were striving. The British Parliament, he 
said, had passed a bill almost Identical with 
the original bill, whose passage had been 
asked for by the labor organizations. The 
proviso proposed to be Introduced in the 
bill, he said, would place it in the power of 
the’ courts to decide that any act of the 
labor organizations was an “ overt act.’’ He 
stated that he had a letter from H. H. 
Fuller of Chicago, representing certain la- 
bor organizations, saying that the labor or- 
ganizations did not desire the bill passed as 
amended. 

Mr. Corliss (Rep., Mich.,) declared that 
the bill should be defeated unless the 
amendments were stricken out. 

**T have more than fifty letters,’’ said Mr. 
Ray, (Rep., N. Y.,) “‘ from labor organiza- 
tions saying they want this bill passed, but 
prefer it to be passed without the amend- 
ments.”’ 

Mr. Littlefield replied that the bill had 
been reported by the Judiciary Committee 
exactly as the attorneys for labor organiza- 
tions drew it, except with the two amend- 
ments, which would prevent the drastic op- 
eration which its proposers intended. 

Mr. ene (Dem., Ga.,) said that within 
ten minutes Samuel Gompers, President of 
the Federation of Labor, had stated that 
he would prefer that the bill should be de- 
feated rather than pass with the amend- 


ments. 
The bill was defeated—56 to 145. 


TRIPLE WRECK ON THE CENTRAL. 


AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Feb. 18.—The first 
triple wreck ever to occur on the Mohawk 
Division of the New York Central occurred 
at Akin, three miles west’ of this city, 
shortly before 1 o'clock this morning. A 
west-bound pick-up was engaged in back- 
ing from a siding to Track No. 2, when an 
east-bound freight crashed, head on, into 
the engine. Simultanenously a fast west- 
bound freight on Track No. 2 crashed into 
the side of the other west-bound freight. 

Engineer E. Bridenbecker of Syracuse and 
his fireman, Bolge, also of Syracuse, were 
instantly killed, and Brakeman Arthur Yo- 
ran of Albany was smothered to death. 
Engineer William Travers of Albany, of 
the east-bound train, had one of his 
legs fractured, and Fireman James 
Congdon of Albany had his skull frac- 
tured. The’ three engines were bad- 
ly wrecked, two of them completely, 
and about thirty cars were wrecked and de- 
railed, several being dumped into the Mo- 
hawk River. The loss will reach $60,000. 

Engineer Travers, who, it is said, failed to 
heed the semaphore, says he was given a 
clear block at Tribe’s Hill, but did not no- 
tice the semaphore, and if it was set 
against him he is responsible. 


Says Duty on Russian Sugar Is a 
Question of Law and Fact. 


REGRETS DE WITTE’S ACTION 


Hopes His Order Will Be Revoked— 
Russian Press Treats the Matter 
Dispassionately. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—In speaking to- 
day of his recent order imposing a counter- 
valling duty on Russian sugars, Secretary 
Gage said: 

“It is not a question of what the manu- 
facturers desire or think ought to be. It 1s 
not a question of what the sugar refiners 
or our beet sugar raisers desire or think 
ought to be. It is a question purely of 
law and of fact. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is sworn to enforce tie law, not 
to make law. The late decision as to the 
liability of Russian sugar to pay a coun- 
tervailing duty is based on the depart- 
ment's apprehension of the law and of the 
facts, 

‘The Board of General Appraisers is a 
body constituted hy Congress especially to 
hear and judicially determine disputed 
questions of law and of fact growing out 
of the administration of the custems law. 
Our own citizens take their grievances 
there, the importers of Russsian sugar may 
take their grievances there. The way is 
open for the prompt hearing and determina- 
tion of their appeal if made. It lies with 
them to consent by silence or to.seek a 
judicial review through the avenue that 
our laws provide.”’ 

The Secretary has received a number of 
inquiries in regard to his recent action, and 
to-day he sent answers substantially as 
follows: 

In reply to your letter of the 16th inst. relative 
to countervailing duty on Russian sugars, I have 
to inform you that after careful consideration 
of the effects of the Russian law and regulations 
upon the price of that commodity for home con- 
sumption and the price fer exportation, as exem- 
plified in reports from our Consular officers in 
Russia, this department has arrived at the con- 
clusion that Russia indirectly pays or bestows a 
bounty on the export of sugars within the mean- 
ing of Section 5 of the act of July 24, 1897, and 
consequently that it was my duty under the law 
to proclaim the net amounts of such bounties for 
the assessment of additional duties, 
done by Department's Circular No. 
14, 1901, 

It is to be regretted that the Russian Minister 
of Finance should have considered this action in 
the light of a discrimination on our part against 
the Russian commerce, as stated in our recent 
daily press, and have withdrawn from our im- 
ports into Russia the privileges of the conven- 
tional tariff of that country, to which the United 
States is entitled under ‘** the most favored na- 
tion clause '’ in our treaty of commerce and 
navigation with Russia of 1832. 

The allegation of discrimination appears to be 
unfounded, in view of the fact that sugars com- 
ing from other bounty-paying countries, such as 
France, Germany, Belgium, the Netherlands, &c., 
are subjected to additional ,duties under said 
Section 5, and that unless the above-stated con- 
clusion of this department is reversed by a com- 
petent tribunal the exemption of Russian sugars 
from addtional duty would rightly be regarded by 
the other bounty-paying countries as a discrimi- 
nation against them and in favor of Russia. 

It is hoped that, upon a proper presentation of 
the matter to the Russian Government by our 
Department of State, the reputed order of the 
Russian Minister of Finance will be revoked, 


which was 
10 of Feb. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 18.—It is stated 
that the Americans of St. Petersburg re- 
gard the attitude of the Russian people 
and press as extremely gratifying, and as a 
prognostication of a speedy settlement of 
the commercial differences, or, at all events, 
as a@ guarantee against worse results. The 
press is entirely dispassionate, evidently re- 
garding the reprisal as not proportioned to 
the injury Russia sustained. There are 
some who think that M. de Witte struck 
overhastily and angrily, and believe a re- 
action or a modification is possible. The 
Americans emphasize the necessity for pa- 
tient coolness, since the matter must adjust 
itself mutually and in a tolerable manner 
whenever the Supreme Court decides, no 
matter how the decision falls. 

An afticle in the Boersen Zeitung is par- 
ticularly gratifying, as an indication that 
commercial circles would welcome a settle- 
ment not disturbing to Americah com- 
merce, It says: . , 

‘German intrigue is responsible. Sécre- 
tary Gage could not have done otherwise.” 

The Rossiya thinks Secretary Gage Is tak- 
ing revenge for the closing of the open 
port of Vladivostok. 

No papers positively approve of reprisals. 

The St. Petersburg Bourse is unusually 
depressed and anxious overethe financial 
Situation. 

H. J. Hagerman, Second Secretary of the 
United States Embassy, has sent in his res- 
ignation on account of personal affairs. He 
is popular, and has filled his post satisfac- 
torily for nearly three years. 


‘EUROPEAN COMMENT. 


German Press Finds Cause for Grati- 
fication in the Russo-American 
Tariff Situation. 

BERLIN, Feb. 18.—Discussing the tariff 
controversy between the United States and 

Russia, the National Zeitung remarks. 

“Germany has no to regret the 
latest phase of the Russo-American tariff 
war.” 

The Ftureau for the Preparation of “om- 
mercial Treaties, of which Dr. Vosberg- 
Rekow is Director, in the ceurse of a sne- 
eial circular in which Russo-American re- 
lations are fully explained, concludes as 
follows: 

“But Germany above all ought to re- 
joice if by such a clumsy proceeding 
against Russia the further monopolization 
of the Russian markets by the United 
States is stopped.” 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung, the leading 
Agtarian organ, indorsing the assertion in 
an American dispatch that a tariff war 
would be much more damaging for the 
United States than for Germany, adds: 

* Inasmuch as the Administration organs 

the United States admit this. the Ger- 
man Freissinige organs, which have hith- 
erto always denied it, must needs admit 
their error.”’

LONDON, Feb. 19.—-Considerable interest 
in the outcome of the tariff difficulties be- 
tween the United States and Russia is 
taken here. Tre advocates of a change in 
the British fiscal system hope to find in 
them some support ofr their contentions 
that retaliatory duties ought to be imposed 
on countries taxing British products. The 
St. James's Gazette says: 

“Some Americans, including Secretary 
Gage, appear to think that the United 
States has the monopoly of the protection 
policy; but they have been sharply remind- 
ed by Russia that two can play at the game 
of hostile tariffs, as the import of Russian 
sugar is a trifle compared with the exports 
to Russia. The present game of retalia- 
tion is one in which Russia holds the best 
cards. Therefore she will win most of the 
tricks.”’

A LESSON FOR CANADA. 


Member of Dominion Parliament Says 
“De Witteism ” Is Wanted There, 
Special to The New York Times. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 18.—Mr. Mae- 
Lean of East York, in Parliament to-day, 
called attention to the dispatches from 
Russia stating that a tariff decree had been 
issued to meet the United States tariff on 


sugar. He saki Minister De Witte had 
shown @anada how to do the thing needed 
to be done to bring Uncle Sam to a realiz- 
ing sense of his position and to effect a 
reasonable settlement of the Alaska boun- 
dary question and of Canada’s fishery 
rights. 

What Canada wanted, Mr. MacLean said, 
was a little De Witteism in her Govern- 
ment. He did not advocate going to work 
to revise the whole Canadian tariff imme- 
diately, but a judicious revision by the light 
of the treatment of Canada by the United 
States was the only way of bringing fair 
treatment. . 


A GOVERNMENT FOR TARLAC. 


Philippine Commission Makes an Army 
Officer Governor—People of the 
Province Indifferent. 
TARLAC, P. I, Feb. 18.—The United 
States Philippine Commission decided to- 
day that it would not be wise to postpone 
the organization of the provincial govern- 
ment in the Province of Tarlac. As the 
first step in the work of organization, the 
commission determined to appoint an 
American as Governor of the province, the 


— 


selection falling upon Capt. Wallis O. Clark 
of the Twelfth United States Infantry. 
There are two native factions seeking 
to contro] the affairs of Tarlac, the strong- 
est being led by Macabulos, whose loyalty 


is questioned by all the military officers. 
The indifference of the people is obvious. 
There is a manifest lack of enthusiasm. 
The testimony of those charged with mili- 
tary responsibility here is of unsettled 
conditions, a lack of schools, a general 
prevalence of insurgent sentiment, and 
more or less skirmishing still in progress. 
The people, however, have begun to give 
truthful information regarding the insur- 
rection. 

Representatives of most of the towns of 
the province are now here to meet_ the 
commission, whose members have been 
welcomed to-the former headquarters of 
Aguinaldo with bands and arches. All the 
better class dwellings have been burned, 
and the Commissioners are housed at the 
headquarters of the military, where a pub- 
lic session was held this afternoon, at which 
the law was briefly discussea and passed. 

Then the appointments were announced, 
including, in addition to Capt. Clark as 
Governor, Lieut. Henry M. Morrow of the 
Thirty-first Volunteer  Infantry_ to be 
Treasurer, and Lieut. Robert 8S. Welsh of 
the Thirty-ninth United States Volunteer 
Infantry to be Supervisor. The Secretary 
and the Fiscal will be natives. 


DOMINICANS ARGUE THEIR CASE. 


Appear Before Acting Secretary Hill, 
Who Advises a Compromise. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The contro- 
versy between the Government of Santo 
Domingo and the Santo Domingo Improve- 
ment Company of New York came to the 
attention of the State Department .to-day 
through the appearance there of Dr. Hen- 
riquez y Cavajal, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of the little republic; Feo Leonte 


Vasquez, the Chargé d'Affaires of Santo 
Domingo, and Andre Julio R. Aybar of 
Santo Domingo. ' They were accompanied 
by Perry Allen, the counselor of the Do- 
minican Legation. 

These gentlemen made argument for more 
than an hour before Acting Secretary Hill 
to show that the Santo Domingo Improve- 
ment Company had violated various pro- 
visions of the contract made between itself 
and the Dominican Government, and thus 
had justified the latter terminating the 
arrangement as it had. 

Secretary Hill informed the Dominicans 
at the conclusion of the hearing that, in 
estimation of the State Department, the 
case presented features showing that there 
were equity claims, on both sides, and felt 
convinced that if they were animated by a 
common desire to agree upon an equitable 
basis for a settlement of their differences, 
the way was open. He therefore strongly 
advised the Dominicans to put themselves 
in communication with the improvement 
company’s representatives and seek to 
see an agreement. They promised to 
ao so, 


D. A. R. MEETS IN WASHINGTON. 


Mrs. Manning Wants the Society to 


Have a Permanent Home There. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The opening 
session of the Tenth Continental Congress 
of the National Society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution was held at the 
Grand Opera House here to-day. Mrs. 
Danie! Manning, the President General, 
called the Congress to order and introduced 
the Chaplain General, who read a prayer. 
Mrs. Manning delivered an address of wel- 
come, to which a response was made by 
Mrs. Sara T. Kinney, State Regent of Con- 
necticut. The remainder of the session was 
occupied with the reading of reports of 
committees. 

In her address Mrs. Manning urged that 
the society take a new step with the new 
century by laying the corner-stone of a 
permanent home in the capital. To-night 
the daughters attended a reception given 
in their honor at the Corcoran Art Gal- 
lery 

There are about 800 delegates accredited 
to the congress, 600 of whom are expected 
to be in attendance when the congress be- 
gins active business to-morrow. 

The biennial election of officers occurs 
this year, and the chief interest in the 
congress centres around the contest for 
the office of President General. The recog- 
nized leaders in the race for the Presi- 
dency are Mrs. Charles W. Fairbanks of 
Indiana, now one of the Vice Presidents 
General, and Mrs. Donald McLean of New

lowing. 


CROKER FIERCELY ATTACKED. 
Ex-Sheriff O’Brien Dehounsce Tammany 


at City Democracy Meeting. 

If the ears of Richard Croker and other 
Tammany Hall officials did not tingle last 
night it was,gno fault of the speakers who 
addressed about 300 persons who attended 
the meeting which marked the opening of 
the Harlem headquarters of the City Dem- 
ocracy, better known as the “ Jimmy 
O’Brien Democracy,'’ at 50 West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street. Ex-Sheriff 
James O'Brien was the chief speaker. 

David Lloyd called the meeting to order 
and made a few remarks, in which he said: 

“The object of the City Democracy is to 
break down the disgraceful alliance be- 
tween Tammany Hall officials and crime 
which has made life and property insecure 
in New York City, and especially in this 
section.” 

Ex-Sheriff O’Brien, who was greeted with 
much enthusiasm, said in part: 

“While Tammany raises the salaries of 
those who are in the Wantage ring and 
their heelers, it cuts down the poor laborer 


to half time, and sends him home with a 
dollar or a dollar and a half a day for city 
work, when he ought to be getting at least 
two dollars. They save a tew dollars by 
grinding down the poor workingman and 
his family, and make that an excuse for 
wasting millions of dollars in increasing 
the salaries of Tammany politicians, who 
coudn’t do an honest day's work if they 
tried, and whose chief ambition seems to 
be to show what gluttons they are, and how 
many pounds of beefsteak they can eat at 
ene sitting. 

‘* While Tammany office holders here are 
disgusting every decent man with these ex- 
hibitions of piggish gluttony, paid for by 
New York taxpayers and rent payers, the 
ex-thug and repeater who bosses the crowd 
is over in Engitand spending great sums of 
money for race horses and jockeys’ salaries, 
as well as bull pups, and using the Atlantic 
cable as a string for the monkey-jJack in 
the Mayor's office. 

“Tf the city is crime-ridden, water- 
starved, and vice-protected, it's because 
Croker’s monkey-jack Mayor is willing it 
should be, and because Croker doesn’t pull 
the string to set the monkey jack in mo- 
tion to put a stop to these things.”’ 

Henry Mann, Capt. James Clifford, Frank 
Hayes, John J. Murphy, and Francis Mur- 
tha also addressed the meeting, which 
adopted resolutions setting forth that: 

“Whereas, It is charged in the public 
press that suffering, disease, and death on 
account of lack of water are due to a con- 
spiracy to compel the City of New York 
to accept a contract for water, which would 
enrich Tammany politicians to the amount 
of millions of dollars,"”” the Grand Jury 
ought to investigate and ascertain whether 
such a “cruel and infamous conspiracy 
against the lives and welfare of our citi- 
zens’ exists.

INDUSTRIAL COMMITTEE 
BEGINS WORK HERE 


Coal and the Effect of Railroad 
Combiriations Discussed. 


Efforts to Learn Why Coal Lands Re- 
main Undeveloped—A Witness 
Defends Agreements. 


The Subcommittee on Transportation of 
the Industrial Commission appointed by the 
President and Congress to investigate, the 
methods and conditions of the large indus- 
tries ot the United States began its New 
York sessions at the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday. Two witnesses were examined. 

The line of inquiry pursued by the com- 
mittee indicates that persistent efforts will 
be made to ascertain the effects of rail- 
road combinatidns upon the coal business. 
Answer will also be sought to the question, 
what effect do strikes and labor difficulties 
have upon the prices which must be paid 
by consumers? 

One of the witnesses yesterday was care- 
fully questioned with regard to the unde- 
veloped coal lands in Pennsylvania. There 
were charts and maps on the wall to guide 
the examination, and it was asked whether 
there were not large tracts of undeveloped 
coal beds which the railroads are holding 
back in order to get higher prices for the 
coal that is sold by reason of the restricted 
production. Interesting testimony on this 
Subject was given, 

The Industrial Commission consists. of 
nineteen members. Five of them are Sena- 


tors, five Congressmen, and nine were se- 
lected by the President from outside the 
National Legislature. The Subcommittee 
on Transportation consists of six members. 
The following were present yesterday: Ex- 
Congressman Thomas W. Phillips of Penn- 
sylvania, Charles J. Harris of North Caro- 
lina, John L. Kennedy of New Jersey, and 
Eugene Conger, editor of The Grand Rapids 
(Mich.) Herald. The other members are 
Senator Stephen R. Mallory of Florida and 
Congressman William Lorimer of Illinois. 
Prof. William S. Ripley of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology is retained 
by the committee in the capacity of ad- 
viser. Mr. Phillips presided over the ses- 
sions yesterday. 

The first witness was James E. Childs, 
General Manager of the New York, Ontario 
and Western Railroad. The questions 
asked him tended to bring out the fact that 
railroads own and operate coal mines, or 
else buy the coal they transport to tide- 
water, instead of acting merely as carriers. 
The witness stated that on the lines con- 
ducted by his company about 20 per cent. of 
the coal shippers were independent opera- 
tors. After a few questions as to the in- 
crease in the price of anthracite coal and 
the cause, Mr. Childs was asked: 

‘Is it true that the prices of anthracite 
coal are settled by agreement between the 
operators and the railroads?” 

“There is no such agreement,” 
the witness. 

“Is it not true that the anthracite com- 
panies are trying to get a controlling in- 
terest in the bituminous region?” 

‘**I do not know,” 

‘But do you not anticipate that some- 
thing of this kind will happen?” 

“Such a thing would probably be done 
in Wall Street.” 

Questions were then asked of the wit- 
ness concerning the récent consolidation 
of railroads entering the anthracite tracts 
of Pennsylvania. 

“Can you state any of the causes lead- 
ing up to the purchase of the Pennsylvania 
Coal Company by the Erie Railroad? ”’ 

*“T cannot.” 

“What chances would an individual op- 
erator on your lines have in the produc- 
tion of anthracite coal?”’ 

‘*T think he would have a fair chance.” 

“Ts it not a fact that almost all the coal 
fields tributary to the railroads are owned 
by them?” 

“Yes, about 80 per cent. 
still some left.’’ 

‘** Would it be possible for an individual 
operator to build a branch road to connect 
him with the water?”

*\Do you know whether there is any ef- 
fort on foot to secure control of your road 
by the ‘community interests’?”’ 

**T do not.”’ 

The ‘‘ community interests ’’’ is the phrase 
used by the committee in referring to the 
recently consummated combination of roads 
entering the Pennsylvania anthracite re- 
gions. 

‘Have the Vanderbilt or Rockefeller in- 
terests any representation on your Board 
of Directors?” 

‘“*T am. not sure,’’ replied the witness. 
‘**Mr. Depew is one of the Directors of our 
road. We occupy the same terminal as 
one of the Vanderbilt roads—that of the 
West Shore at Weehawken.” 

At the afternoon session of the commit- 
tee Frederick E. Saward, editor of The Coal 
Trade Journal, was on the stand. He said 
he had published his paper for thirty years, 
and was conversant with the anthracite sit- 
uation. He said that the consumption of 
anthracite coal in this city amounted to 
about 10,000,000 tons a year. The bulk of it 
is furnished by the Erie, Pennsylvania, and 
Reading coal companies. He said the coal 
was in large part bought by the railroad 
companies at the collieries, but that inde- 
pendent operators supplied a portion of the 
market. 

Mr. Saward stated that one-fifth of all the 
coal properties in the country was owned 
by railroads, and that for thirty years it 
had been practically impossible for inde- 
pendent operators to enter into successful 
competition with the large railroads and 
coal companies. He said that the soft coal 
regions were more completely controlled by 
the railroads than those yielding anthra- 
cite. 

“Is it not true,’ the witness was asked, 
“that when anthracite goes up in price 
soft coal seeks to enter the market?”’ 

‘**Not to any great extent.” 

‘“ Was it not proposed to use soft coal in 
this city during the recent strike? ”’ 

“It was used, and is used now. There is 
no reason why soft coal could not be used 
without creating a smoke nuisance. The 
objection is to the smoke.” 

Mr. Saward further stated that there 
could scarcely be any talk of competitien 
between anthracite and bituminous coal, 
since their uses were so different. 
os Was is the total production of anthra- 
cite coal?” 

** About 60,000,000 tons.”’ 

‘““And what is the consumption?” 
“The whole output is apparently 
sumed. There is no anthracite coal 

hand to-day.” 

The witness stated that the difference in 
the consumption of anthracite between a 
bad year, like 1893-4, and a good year, like 
this one, amounted to about 15 per cent 
He stated also that coal prices were uni- 
form here. although he did not know of 
any ‘‘ Coal Trust”"’ in this city. 

‘Is it not true that there is a combine 
between the railroads running into the an- 
thracite regions?”’ 

“It is a fact that many of the Directors on 
some of the railroads are members of the 
Board of ‘Directors on other roads also, as 
well as of the coal companties.”’ 

Mr. Saward said that the interests of the 
Lehigh Valley, the Erie, the Reading, and 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey were 
practically identical. Prof. Ripley ques- 
tioned the witness closely on this point. 

‘“‘Is it not a fact that what they tried 
to do in 1893 through a lease these roads 

actually accomplished in 1901 by pur- 
chase? ”’ 

** Well,” said Mr. Saward, “ those inter- 
ested in the attempt of 1893 have increased 
their holdings ever since then until they 
were in control. If one has sufficient stock 
in a railroad, you know he practically

The witness said. that 
agreements between the coal companies to 
limit production several times during the 
last thirty years. He was asked if the 
Pennsylvania Company had ever been a 
party to such agreement, and answered in 
the negative. 

“ Why?” : 

‘* Because the Pennsylvania Coal Com- 
puny is a free lance.” 

“A free lance against what?” 

** Against the others,”’ 

“Oh, then; there is a combine?”’ 

‘““There have been agreements to keep 
down production at different times. I don’t 
know of any such agreement at present, 
however.” 

The witness said that anthracite coal cost 
now only about 20 cents a ton more than 
it did in February last year, The witness 
was asked if coal would not be cheaper if 
there were no agreements. 

‘* Let me tell you,” replied Mr. Saward, 
with emphasis, ‘‘ that it would be the great- 
est misfortune that could befall the éoal 
interests, the State of Pennsylvania, and 
the railroads involved if there were no such 
agreements. The Reading Road has been in 
a receiver’s hands five or six times within 
my recollection. The interests of the pub- 
lic would be better preserved with than 
without ‘community.’ The public might 
have to pay a little higher price, put the 
supply would be regular.”

terest must be paid upon them. Now, does 
not the burden of this interest fall upon 
the consumer?” 

“The price of coal is not a high one,” 
was the reply. ‘In fact, it will probably 
go down the ist of April. Any such burden 
as that you refer to would amount to only 
a small sum a ton. The trade is an enorm- 
ous one. It has gone through many hard- 
ships. You must not be too hard on the 
Reading or the other railroads.”’ 

Mr. Saward said that there was ample 
compensation for labor in.the coal lands 
at present, and that the workmen secmed 
satisfied. He said both the laborers and 
the coal companies seemed pleased with 
the results of the strike last Summer. 

“Do you believe in arbitration? ”’ 

“Thoroughly; though I ‘don’t think you 
could legislate in such a way as to compel 
arbitration of disputes between labor and 
capital. Public sentiment must compel it. 
Legislation on the subject would not be 
worth a stick.”

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THE POLITICS OF THE POLICE BILL. 


It cannot be pleasing to Gov. ODELL 
and his immediate political advisers that 
in the game of politics now playing with 
reference to the police, Tammany, on the 
first appeal to the public reason, has dis- 
tinctly scored. 

So far as the Governor and his organi- 
gation are concerned, the game has been 
@ silent one. No one of authority has 
ventured to” defend the extreme power 
given to the Governor over the municipal 
police, Such argument as has been in- 
dulged in has related substantially to the 
bad character of the present adminis- 
tration and to the advantages of a sin- 
gle-headed control. The first point is 
notorious, and is hardly denied by Tam- 
many itself. The second is frankly con- 
ceded by Tammany. But the provision 
for arbitrary removal of the head of the 
police by the Governor, and for render- 
ing the person removed perpetually in- 
eligible to subsequent appointment, has 
found no defenders. On that provision 
the Governor and his counselors have 
adopted the maxim the French apply to 
a different sort of intrigue: ‘‘It is done 
but not talked about.” In one sense this 
policy is shrewd, for the proposition is 
entirely indefensible. If it is to be done 
at all it must be done by the “ brute 
vote’ in the Legislature, in the desper- 
ate hope that public condemnation will 
blow over. 

One of the consequences of this meth- 


od of proceeding is, however, that when 
Tammany insists on discussing this pro- 


vision, as to which it is right, the public 
mind is necessarily diverted from the 
main issue, as to which it is wrong. In- 


telligent public opinion is, therefore, for 
the time forced to be on the side of Tam- 
many. Nor is this approval of the Tam- 
many argument confined to the mere 
point of the arbitrary power of removal, 
Bad as that is in itself, it is still worse 
in the fact that it completely vitiates 
the principle of concentrated responsi- 
bility which ts the justification of the 
change from the present system to that 
of a single head for the police force. We 
might as well have two men of each 
party in the board as to have one man 
who is in danger of dismissal from either 
the Mayor of one party or the Governor 
of the other. Indeed, it is quite probable 
that a man torn by this conflicting con- 
trol over his tenure of office might be 
even less capable of energetic and whole- 
some action than a board such as the 
present. What is practically sure to 
come about is that the head of the force 
will be effectively paralyzed by his ab- 
surd situation, and through the certainty 
that whatever he does of any importance 
will be condemned by one or by the other 
of his two masters, will do nothing. It is 
this certainty, which the Governor must 
be assumed to understand in advance as 
well as any one else, that will stamp the 
whole scheme in the public mind with 
the suspicion of insincerity and duplicity. 
In these circumstances the obvious al- 
ternative to a politicians’ quarrel is a 
politicians’ deal. Is that what the Gov- 
ernor is seeking? 

To produce such an impression as this 
on the eve of the most important munici- 
pal campaign we are likely to have in 
years is not good politics for the Gov- 
ernor’s party. Everything for the past 
three years has been going against Tam- 
many. Its oWn course has been bad and 
has grown worse steadily. The public 
conscience has been more and more 
aroused by Tammany offenses, and pub- 
lic resentment and disgust have at last 
centred on the loathsome condition of 
the police under the guidance of Tam- 
many. This is the moment chosen by 
the Republican managers to play poli- 
tics of the pettiest sort with the police, 
to manipulate it in violation of every 
principle of home rule and Constitutional 
law, and to make its reorganization as 
an efficient instrument of good govern- 
ment practically impossible. In morals 
nothing could be more outrageous; in 
politics nothing could be more futile and 
childish. 

Thanks to the folly and greed of the 
Republican machine, Mayor VAN WYCK, 
for the first time in his official life, is 
aple to come before the people of the 
city with a sound and respectable argu- 
ment against those who are seeking or 
professing to seek the overthrow of the 
vicious system of which he is the creat- 
ure. He is able to appear as the cham- 
pion of the real and essential rights of 
the city, the upholder of the provisions 
of the Constitution meant to guarantee 
those rights. And the people of the city 
are forced te see not only that he has 
reason and law on his side, but that the 
strongest party that can be relied on in 
a contest with Tammany is actually 
scheming to prevent the real reform of 
the police, which is the chief weapon of 
Tammany. At a crisis when the safety 
of the city demands the closest union be- 


tween all the.forces that can be sum- 





the Republican machine is sure to breed 
confusion, suspicion, and contention, and 
to make effective union exceedingly try- 
ing and difficult, if not impracticable, 
Doubtless the scheme will be forced 
through despite the protest of the Mayor, 
but if there were an ounce of sense in 
the counsels of the majority at Albany, 
the protest. would be listened to, the 
power of appointment and removal would 
be left solely to the Mayor, the respon- 
sibility would be loaded on his shoulders 
alone, and the field cleared for a united 
and promising anti-Tammany contest. 





THE IRON AND STEEL COMBINATION. 


If the promoters of the great United 
States Steel Company have considered 
only their own pockets they are building 
a mere house of cards, which will pres- 
ently topple over with results to their 
business reputations upon which it would 
be unpleasant to dwell. An eight-hun- 
dred-million-dollar corporation is so big, 
continental, and pervading that, like an 
administration, a dynasty, or a system 
of jurisprudence, it must justify itself 
to the people and in public opinion or it 
will be destroyed. 

Economic justification will save the 
United States Steel Company. Without 
that it would perish even though Mr. 
MORGAN and Mr. ROCKEFELLER were ten 
That is, this 
colossus must prove itself a public bene- 
fit, fruitful of economic gain. There are 
many ways open to it. There is the fa- 
millar econgmy of consolidation, the sav- 
ing which all the trusts are supposed to 
effect by canceling out factors of waste- 
ful Sometimes they do, 
sometimes they don’t. For the new steel 
combination this is a vital necessity, for 
its life depends on its success in main- 
taining a low cost of production. It must 
depend upon low cost of production for 
two things—the power to do its part in 
retaining and increasing the hold of this 
country upon foreign markets; and the 
ability to maintain low prices to domes- 
tic consumers. Under tariff protection 


many American manufacturers have 
grewn rapidly rich by the practice of 
selling cheap to foreigners and dear to 
discriminating 


times the giants they are, 


duplication. 


their own countrymen, 
against their best and largest custom- 
ers. It would be exceedingly unwise, in 
the present state of the public temper, 
for an eight-hundred-million-dollar cor- 
poration to adopt that policy. We now 
produce iron and steel cheaper than any 
other country. Shall the benefits of that 
low cost of production inure exclusively 
to foreigners? If so, the American peo- 
ple will know the reason why. 

The United States Steel Company’s ex- 
pectation of life; then, depends upon its 
ability to promote prosperity by broaden- 
ing the market at home and abroad. It 
will attempt, of course, to find new for- 
eign markets that will swell the volume 
of its business and of our manufactured 
exports. That will augment the National 
wealth. If, through wisdom and good 
management, it is also enabled to main- 
tain low prices at home, the country’s 
business will be benefited and its pros- 
perity further promoted. There is an- 
other way in which an eight-hundred- 
million-dollar corporation ought to bene- 
fit the people from whom it derives its 
right to do business. It ought to stand 
as a great bulwark against the worst 
consequences of industrial prostration 
and financial panic. When the next pe- 
riod of stagnation and disaster visits us 
the few men in control of the iron and 
steel industries of the country will try to 
keep their employés at work on foreign 
orders, or to avert greater calamities will 
sacrifice their own profits for a time. 
They are sensible, of course, of the vast 
social obligation they assume In becom- 
ing responsible for the wages and daily 
bread of so great a part of the commu- 
nity. We may dismiss as unimaginable 
the possibility that the United States 
Steel Company can, as a whole, ever be- 
come bankrupt. That would be calamity 
more appalling than has ever visited the 
business of any country. If the great 
financiers and experienced promoters as- 
sociated in this combination have not 
so assembled its parts that one or sev- 
eral can break without smashing the 
whole, they have organized for some fut- 
ure day a catastrophe for whose conse- 
quences nothing they have ever done or 
ever will do could atone, 

The public has seemed to lose its 
breath at the audacity of their undertak- 
ing. Trusts and monopolies are up for a 
good deal of denunciation in these days, 
much of it aimless and stupid, but some 
reasonable and justified by the specific 
offenses of predatory combinations. Four 
months ago 6,300,000 Americans voted 
for a Presidential candidate in whose 
platform the demand for the regulation 
of trusts was the only rational feature. 
This is the moment which Mr, MorGan 
and Mr. RocKEFELLER have deemed pro- 
pitious for organizing a combination of 
which, we believe, these are the constit- 
uent corporations:

When the people have re- 
covered their breath they will begin to 
ask with some anxiety, how will the 
United States Steel Company use its 
seemingly irresistible power? 

We have pointed out that the colossus 
has before its feet paths of wisdom and 
safety. It also has paths of peril. As we 
make iron and steel cheaper than any 
other country it follows that so much of

duties, or even seek higher rates to en- 
able it to practice extortion in the do- 
mestic market, what Ways and Means 
Committee of the dominant party would 
have the adamantine fortitude to resist 
its demands, even though the people 
were clamoring at the doors of Congress 
for the excision of the trust-breeding 
clauses of the tariff? The shipping in- 
dustry is a puling babe compared to the 
steel combination, but a committee of 
its leading men drew a perfectly selfish 
subsidy bill which only the most tireless 
effort and vigorous protest have kept 
from passage at this session of Congress, 
while it now seems probable that the pri- 
vate influences behind the measure will 
be strong enough to cause an extra ses- 
sion of Congress to be called to consum- 
mate the grab. 

If the composition of the United States 
Senate should at any time be unsatisfac- 
tory to the gentlemen in control of this 
great corporation, would they attempt to 
change it by guiding the choice of Sena- 
tors in States with approachable Legis- 
latures? If they set out to make the 
Senate a committee of their board, we 
are afraid they would succeed. That fear 
will somewhat influence the public judg- 
ment of the propriety of billion-dollar 
corporations. 

We are not aware that the United 
States Steel Company fears successful 
rivalry in any quarter, but it is to be 
observed that it has extraordinary facili- 
ties for crushing competition. Its organ- 
izers are men whose names are identified 
with recent operations of magnitude in 
the railroad world by which a “ commu- 
nity of interest” has been established 
between important transportation lines. 
These gentlemen are also pretty deeply 
engaged in the coal business. If, in their 
capacity as railroad men, they should be 
kind enough to accord to themselves in 
their capacity as producers of iron or 
steel the favor of discriminating freight 
rates; or if, through their control of coal 
production, they should lend to their iron 
and steel business a helping hand denied 
to outsiders, a troublesome competitor 
would find himself in what men of af- 
fairs call a weak position. Probably the 
worst capitalistic abuse of the present 
time is the secret rebate. It is a matter 
of public concern to know whether the 
organizers of the United States Steel 
Company feel a just abhorrence of that 
illegitimate and pernicious practice. 

We presume the people will not molest 
the colossus if it is content to do a legiti- 
mate business in a legitimate way. They 
will see as quickly as anybody the possi- 
bilities of good involved in its creation. 
They will also see the possibilities of evil 
and the menace. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany contributes $50,000,000 annually to 
our exports, and it has reduced to a very 
low figure the price of oil to the Ameri- 
can consumer. It operates to the public 
advantage. But the early methods by 
which the Standard Oil Company estab- 
lished its monopoly would not now be tol- 
erated. 





THE CHINESE WILD GOOSE CHASE. 

The decision of “the Allies” in China 
to pursue the Chinese Government to its 
fastnesses is very sudden, very surpris- 
ing. But the explanation is not novel at 
all, but many generations old. ‘“ Behold, 
my son, with how little wisdom the world 
is governed.” That is a sentence which 
has been handed down as the utterance 
of a Chancellor of the sixteenth century. 
It is tremendously enforced by the pro- 
ceedings of embodied Christendom at 
the beginning of the twentieth. That 
the Graf VON WALDERSEE should con- 
clude to break off negotiatioma with the 
Chinese, and to pursue the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to its fastnesses, and that he 
should find any backers in this desper- 
ate and ridiculous enterprise—these are 
things that give new point to the wise 
saw of OXENSTIERN. 

It does not require much knowledge of 
Chinese affairs, or of the Chinese char- 
acter, to enable one to say that the Chi- 
nese Government would have accepted 
almost any terms that enabled it to re- 
turn to Peking, and to establish itself 
there, without absolute humiliation. It 
was “losing face,” and losing face with 
its own people every day that it remained 
away. Its main object was to come back 
under such terms as would not involve 
its loss of face with the Chinese people. 
That has been plain, even to observers 
at a distance, from the beginning of the 
negotiations. For that reason it was 
plain that if the Chinese Government 
would not accept the terms of the West- 
ern World, it was simply because it could 
not. It was plain that it would accept 
any terms that would permit it to return 
to its own capital without open subjec- 
tion to the Allied Powers. It was equally 
certain that, if such terms were refused, 
the task of maintaining peace and order 
in China would devolve upon the Powers 
which had prevented the Chinese Govern- 
ment from undertaking it, and also that 
this was a task far beyond the powers 
of such forces on the spot as were at the 
command of the Western World. 

And@ it is not true that the breaking off 
of negotiations has been the fault of 
China. China, meaning its Government, 
has apparently gone to the extreme lim- 
it of its powers already. To go any fur- 
ther would have been to commit the er- 
ror of the snakes of Ireland, which, ac- 


cording to the old legend, 


committed suicide 
To save themselves from slaughter. 


And this scheme of sending out an expe- 
dition to find the Chinese Government 
and subject it to foreign coercion is, on 
the face of it, a scheme equally crazy 
from a military and from a political point 
of view. It is an arduous and a desper- 
ate undertaking. If it succeeded, the 
only effect of it would be to drive the 
Chinese Court still further away and to 
increase the chance that there would be, 
through all China, an anarchy tempered 
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only by Western despotism, There is no 
sense in it. It frightens even the Peking 
correspondent of The London Times, who 
is not easily frightened by propositions to 
apply “pressure” to China. Again we 
have reason to be grateful for the 
promptness and intelligence of our State 
Department, which has already given out 
that the United States will have nothing 
to do with this chase of the Chinese wild 
goose. No American who understands 
the facts of the case can entertain any 
other sentiment than that of gratitude 
for the action of the department which 
has kept us out of all the scrapes which 
have invited us since this Chinese busi- 
ness became acute. As to the other high 
contracting parties, or the majority of 
them, the dictum of Chancellor OxEN- 
STIERN receives point from a very mod- 


ern instance,

A TARIFF WAR WITH RUSSIA. 

It seems to us that Mr. GAGE has been 
hasty in courting reprisals from Russia 
by his action in imposing additional du- 
ties on the imports of sugar from that 
country on account of alleged export 
bounties. 

It is at least doubtful whether any 
such bounties are in fact granted in Rus- 
sia, It is stated on the authority of the 
Russian Minister that the only incentive 
to exportation offered in Russia is the 
remission of internal taxes imposed on 
the manufacture of sugar. That is not, 
we think, an export bounty of the sort 
contemplated by our law. The language 
of the law is, “whenever any country 
shall pay or bestow directly or indirectly 
any bounty or grant upon the exportat- 
tion of any article” “an additional duty 
equal to the net amount of such bounty 
or grant” shall be collected, and the 
“net amount of such bounties or grants 
shall be ascertained, determined, and de- 
clared from time to time by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury.” 

It appears plain that the bounty here 
intended was one that would place our 
own manufacturers at a disadvantage 
with foreign manufacturers. The remis- 
sion of internal duties does not have this 
effect. It simply frees the foreign ex- 
porter from special burdens which are 
imposed in the home mam&et, and at most 
only places him on the same leyel as our 
own manufacturer, so far as taxation in 
his own home is concerned. We remit 
taxes in precisely the same way on ex- 
ported sugar and on other things. Sure- 
ly no one can claim that we pay export 
bounties. There does not seem to have 


been any need that Secretary GaGrE 


should decide as he has done. The con- 
sequences are most unfortunate, for we 
have justified the Russian Government 


in taxing our exports of a hundred times 





the value of the sugar we get from Rus- 
sia. We trust there is some way in 
which so unprofitable and unnecessary 
a difference can be adjusted. 





CIVILIZATION IN KANSAS. 

Mrs. NATION has been for some weeks 
a joke. She has commonly been consid- 
ered a pretty good joke. But neverthe- 
less the joke has always been on Kansas, 
To have a grandmother going about and 
smashing property with impunity, and 
bearding the Governor in his den, and 
all that sort of thing, was evidently in- 
compatible with a high state or even a 
tolerable state of civilization upon the 
part of the community which suffered it. 
It is impossible that any citizen of Kan- 
sas who combined intelligence with State 
pride should have viewed these savage 
proceedings with any satisfaction. The 
Kansan bard who exultantly proclaimed: 


We have made the State of Kansas, 
And to-day she stands complete; 
And the coming years shall gréet 

Larger hopes and richer stanzas, 


(or words to that effect,) must, if he be 
still among the living, have been con- 
siderably ashamed during these last 
weeks of the showing Mrs. NATION has 
made not only of herself, but of her 
State, which is also his, 

At any rate, Mrs. NATION is now past a 
joke, good or bad. Her saloon smashing 
in Topeka on Sunday is the kind of thing 
that no community pretending to be civ- 
ilized could tolerate for a moment. The 
Ohio crusaders of twenty-odd years ago 
confined themselves to breaking in the 
heads of barrels and off the heads of 
bottles containing the accursed thing, 
without respect to its alcoholic strength, 
so long as it retained a trace of alcoholic 
poison. If Mrs, Nation had confined her 
crusade to that end, and had been care- 
ful not to wreck bottles of ginger ale, 
sarsaparilla, and apollinaris in the pur- 
suit of the enemy, she would have been, 
if not within her rights, at least in a po- 
sition which was with difficulty assail- 
able in civil actions. If, for letting out 
“rum,” she had been pursued in civil ac- 
tions, she might have answered that the 
possession of ‘‘rum” being unlawful by 
the laws of the State, the rum was “ fe- 
rae naturae,” and plaintiff had no right 
of property, and hence no cause of ac- 
tion. 

It is true that she could not have made 
such @ plea in answer to a criminal in- 
dictment for malicious mischief. The 
right of property in dogs, for example, is 
a modified right; but you must not steal 
the dogs of another “‘with force and 
arms.” And she has gone far beyond 
such of her own rights as were conceiv- 
ably founded upon the wrongs of the 
persons whom she describes as “ joint- 
ists.” If you commit a crime, it is nei- 
ther, in any civilized community, a justi- 
fication nor a mitigation that you say a 
prayer before you begin and sing the 
Doxology after you get through. If 
there is any adult male in Topeka, in- 
trusted with the enforcement of the 
laws, who has any more backbone than a 
chocolate eclair, or than the Governor of 
Kansas, he will at once prosecute this 
woman criminally. And of course the 
people whose property she has destroyed 
will proceed against her for damages. 
It is to be hoped, in the interest of the 
civilization of Kansas, that she will 





have an opportunity to caol-her heels and 
her head in a protracted course of con- 
finement. Some exemplary punishment 
of so deliberate a malefactress is plainly 
necessary for the reputation of the State 
of Kansas as a civilized Commonwealth. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Moved by the revival in the Senate 
of the Sampson-Schley controversy, the 
editor of The Naval Service Gazette has 
decided to make public the details of a 
conversation which he had with Rear Ad- 
miral, then Commodore, SCHLEY on board 
the Brooklyn the day after CERVERA’S 
fleet was destroyed, while the thunders of 
the conflict were still ringing in the ears 
of that vessel’s officers and men. When 
congratulated on the thoroughness of his 
achievement, as evidenced by the smoking 
wrecks along the Cuban coast, the Com- 
modore disclaimed his right to any special 
credit for what he called simply the per- 
formance of his duty, but he did not hesi- 
tate to express his joy at the chance which 
had brought him the opportunity to fight 
and win a great battle. ‘I am thankful,” 
he added, “‘ that it found us prepared, and 
that we did our work so well that there 
can be no dispute as to where the victory 
lies.” A moment later the visitor said, 
‘You'll get a substantial reward for yes- 
terday’s work,”’ and then inquired, “If 
you could name your own reward, what 
would you have from the President and 
Congress?” After the Commodore had 
declared that it was not for him to meas- 
ure the value of what had been done, he 
continued: “I would suggest this as a 
good and sufficient reward: Let the Presi- 
dent or Congress have struck off bronze 
medals eqmmemorating the victory. Let 
one be given to every officer and man who 
participated in the battle, one of these 
medals to go to me. I would value it high- 
ly. You know, I don’t believe in special 
medals of gold and silver. Just plain 
bronze medals—for all alike. Then there is 
one more reward which I would like. It 
would mean much to me. It is ‘ the thanks 
of Congress by name.* That’s all I ex- 
pect; all I hope for. With it, and my 
own consciousness of duty done, I shall be 
satisfied.’ The editor of The Naval Serv- 
ice Gazette asserts that Admiral ScHLEy’s 
views have not changed since that day, and 
that the Senate, if it chooses, can. give 
him all he wants without injuring any 
other officer. 








——It is hard to withhold perfect confi- 
dence from a man who signs his letters 
‘*F, RABINNOVITZOT, Agency Clerk, Devil's 
Lake Agency, Fort Totten, N. D.,” since 
the writing of all that would be sure to give 
him time for repentance and correction, if, 
yielding to an evil impulse, he had set 
down on paper anything not strictly true. 
But it must be confessed that Mr.— 
well, to be brief, the individual named 
above, has sent to The Chicago Record a 
communication that is a bitter trial to one’s 
credulity. He says that Mr. F. O. GErt- 
CHELL, the Indian Agent at Devil’s Lake, is 
endowed with the amazing and somewhat 
alarming power of seeing, when he looks at 
a photograph, not what other people see, 
but what would be the back of the object 
photographed if it were a statue instead of 
a picture. ‘‘On one occasion,’’ writes the 
Agency Clerk with the reassuring name, 
“‘an amateur photographer took a stere- 
opttcon view of a man and a woman in the 
act of kissing, the woman’s back being 
turned to the camera, the position of the 
parties so arranged that the woman’s head 
shut the man’s face completely out of sight.

But the truth 
of the matter is, so Mr. GETCHELL asserts, 
that he saw the faces plainly, as though 
there had been no obstacle in the way.’

His Objective. 
LONDON, Feb. 19.—A correspondent of 
The Daily Mail who is with the British 
column pursuing Gen. De Wet says: 


‘Gen. De Wet has failed to reach his ob- 
jective, having been headed off in turn 
from Strydenburg and Hopetown, respect- 
ively thirty-eight and fifty-five miles from 
the seene of Friday’s fight. 

‘Last night a meeting of burghers was 
held in Gen. De Wet’s camp to protest 
against the indiscriminate flogging of men, 
and half the force threatened to surrender, 

‘Eventually the malcontents decided to 
fight independently.”’ 

The Pretoria correspondent of The Daily 
Mail hints that Lord Kitchener is planning 
a campaign in the northern Transvaal, 
especially in the neighborhood of Pieters- 
burg and in other districts not hitherto vis- 
ilted by British troops. 


CONSUL HAY SCORED A SUCCESS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Consul Hay 
did an effective piece of diplomatic work at 
Pretoria before leaving there. 

Lord Kitchener had issued a proclamation 
at Johannesburg which, while allowing the 
English and Dytch to buy food from the 
Government stores, prohibited this privi- 
lege to foreigners. There is no 1ood in 
shops, and it is very difficult to obtain food 
in any direction; so it louked like starva- 
tion for the 8,000 foreigners on the Rand. 

The Consular Corps at Johannesburg ex- 
hausted all their resources without avail, 
and at last dispatched. Mr. Gordon, the 
American consular agent, to Pretoria to 
enlist the help of the Consul. oh 

Mr. Hay, hearing that Lord Kitchener 
Was about to leave town, went to him im- 
mediately, without consultation with his 
colleagues, laid the matter before him, and 
succeeded in getting an order to the mili- 
tary Governor at Johannesburg to allow 
not only Americans, but all foreigners, to 
obtain food at the Government stores on 
certificates from their representatives. 

It was rather a suprise to the rest of the 
Consuls when .the order was issued, but it 
was too clearly in the interest of all the 
foreign population to excite any objection,

Typhoid Raging Among British Troops. 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—Questions in the 
Tlouse of Commons to-day regarding the 
war in South Africa did little toward

MR. HEWITT ON CHILD WORK. 
Ex-Mayor Opens Exposition and Dwells 
Upon the Duty of the Rich. 
Abram 8. Hewitt delivered the opening 
address on the subject of ‘‘ The Children of 
New York” yesterday afternoon at the 
opening ceremonies of the National Expo- 
sition of Child's Work, in the Mechanics’ 
Library Building, 18 East Sixteenth Street. 
Mr. Hewitt spoke mainly of the children 
of the poor, and called for the amelioration 
of their condition. He referred to the pres- 
ent existing conditions of depravity on the 
east side, saying there was a time when 
such a spectacle was impossible, and that 
humanity for this reason had retrograded 
rather than advanced. Continuing, he said 

in part: 

“It is almost impossible to live decently 
and respectably under the conditions that 
exist at present on the east side. In the 
lastcentury wealth has increased a hundred- 
fold, and these conditions are no longer 
tolerable. Unless the poorer classes can 
share and profit in this great multiplicity 
of wealth, then this great subject of prog- 
ress is not a subject for. admiration. 

“We must rely on the educated con- 
science to remedy this wrong. I feel at 
the close:of this life of mine that life is a 
failure, and progress is a failure to those 
who have not divided with others less for- 
tunate. 

“And this view is becoming prevalent. 
Many men I know are not waiting for ex- 
ecutors or a system of differential taxation 


to divide their fortunes among the living 
with some degree of equity. Let it not be 


thought that [ am an Anarchist or a So- 
cialist: I am just the reverse, 3ut I am 
one who believes in the individual rights 


of the people, who believes the people have 
rights and privileges which should be pro- 
tected by the community. 

‘You who know New York know that 
the chance of the New York child has not 
been improved in the past tifteen years, in 
spite of all the schools and benevolent in- 
stitutions which have been built and found- 


ed. No child should be deprived of even a 
day’s schooling. To deprive one child of 
education should make the City of New 


York ashamed of itself. 

“T[ have often said New York was never 
built with a view to the children's comfort. 
We should have a kindergarten school in 
every block before we can do justice to the 
children.”’ 

In conclusion Mr. Hewitt suggested there 
should also be some suitable provision made 
for old people who, he said, had come to the 
end of their career without accumulating 
a fund to be used in their old age. 

Charles Bulkley Hubbell, ex-President of 
the Board of Education, followed Mr. Hew- 
itt with an addresss on ‘*“ The Value of 
Manual Training in Our Public Schools.”’

No Elevators in the House of Success, 
Says the President of the Met- 
ropolitan System. 

Hl. H. Vreeland, President of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company, addressed 
a large audience at St. Paul's Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Eighty-sixth Street and 
West End Avenue, last night. The subject 
of his address was * Going Up Stairs.” Ile 

began by saying: 

“There are no elevators in the house of 
success, 

‘lam a great preacher of faith, faith in 
one’s self. Man can be too confiding in 
others, but never in himself.’’ 

Mr. Vreeland also had much to say as to 
his own experience in life. He began as a 
shoveller of gravel on the Long Island 
Railroad, ending with his present position 
as the practical head of all the surface 
rafiroads in Manhattan und the Bronx. 

** Don't confound notoriety with success,” 
he said. ‘‘ The most-talked-of men and 
women are in their real lives utter fail- 
ures. What is the use of being a hero to 
the world at large if every time you look in 
the glass you see a ‘no account’? 

‘** How much have you heard of actors and 
actresses? They are never burdened with 
financial means. 

‘** We would have no classes here if every 
person would know his rights and how to 
assert them. 

‘If you believe you have talent you have 
it. Devote your whole time to the ‘job’; 
let other things go. No man can stay on 
top because he was put there. 

* Young man, you cannot get advice from 
anybody who is successful. The successful 
man is too busy to stop and give advice. It 
is the failure who is willing to take time 
to tell others how to start. 

“Don't take business matters home. I 
don’'s like to say this before so many wo- 
men. I will, however, say that a man 
cannot get advice at home. I handle from 
15,000 to 20,000 men, yet some of the long- 
est letters I get telling me how to handle 
these men come from women who do not 
know how to handle three servants in their 
own homes. 

‘I have not a particle of sympathy with 
the hue and cry against the accumulation 
of wealth. Suppose a man who had made 
a million would quit, who would take up 
his work? 

* Young man, if you have $25 in your 
pocket and you are looking for a situation, 
spend $20 for a suit of clothes, $4 for new 
shoes, and the balance for a shave and a 
hair cut. Then walk to the place where you 
hope to get a job. 

“Now, as to a college education. The 
college man will not subordinate his educa- 
tion to experience. He will not look at the 
yractical side of life. He wants and thinks 
re ought to have a high rate of pay at the 
start because he considers his education 
worth something: in dollars and cents.” 

Mr. Vreeland made reference to the club 
now maintained by the Metropolitan Com- 
pany, and gave some hints to conductors 
and motormen. H® said that the company 
was carefully watching the men who at- 
tended the club, and used the books in the 
library, and these men would obtain prefer- 
ence in promotions. 

Ex-Surrogate Ransom presided at the 
meeting. At the close of President Vree- 
land’s address a vote of thanks was given 
to him.

WEST POINT, N. Y., Feb. 18.—The ex- 
ercises connected with the graduation of 
the first class of cadets at the Military 
Academy took place in Cullum Memorial 
Building to-day, in the presence of the en- 
tire battalion and scores of their friends. 
The address to the class of seventy-three 
members was delivered by Gen, John R. 
3rooke, commanding the Department of 
the East, who also delivered the diplomas. 
Secretary of War Root had been expected 
to perform this service, but was unable to 
be present, 

The early graduation. of the class this 
year was necessitated by the reorganiza- 
tion of the army. The men graduated to- 
day will be given a furlough until March 
10, after which many of them will be as- 
signed to duty in the Philippines. Albert 
H. Mueller of Illinois, a member of the 
class, will not be permitted to graduate 
until June. He was court-martialed and is 
under sentence for a breach of discipline. 

The first ten members of the class will 
be assigned to the engineer branch of the 
service. They are Johnson, (Oregon,) Sher- 
ill, (North Carolina,) Poole, (Wisconsin,) 
Peek, (Wisconsin,) Lee, (North Carolina,) 
Spalding, (Michigan,) Dent, (Pennsylvania,) 
Caples, (Missouri,) Jewett, (New York,) 
and Williams, (Missouri.) This is an un- 
usual assignment; five is the usual num- 
ber allotted. The six following will be 
given their choice between the ordnance, 
artillery, cavalry, or infantry. Then thirty- 
two may go into either the artillery, cav- 
alry, or infantry. The remaining twenty- 
five have a choice only between the cay- 
alry or infantry,

SHIPWRECKED SAILORS HERE. 


Crew of the Passat, Ten in Number, 
Arrive from Bermuda. 


Aboard the liner Pretoria, which arrived 
here last night from Hamilton, Bermuda, 
were ten weatherbeaten sailormen who for 
a whole week on a waterlogged Norwegian 
bark, the Pas&Sat, drifted helplessly on the 
stormy Atlantic between the Florida coast 
and the Bermudas. They had almost given 
up all hope, when smoke was discovered 
on the horizon, and several hours later the 
Danish steamship L, H. Carl hove in sight. 
The signal of distress was seen, and Capt. 
Lorenzo answered it. 

That was on the afternoon of Feb. 12, 
and three days later the Passat’s crew was 
landed at Bermuda, The next day the 
shipwrecked sailormen took passage on 
the Pretoria for this port. 

The abandoned vessel registered 684 tons, 
and was built in 1878. Its home port was 
Arendel, Norway. Telling the story of his 
experience, Capt. Aanonsen said: ‘* We left 
Fernandina, Fla., on Feb. 1 with a cargo 
of pitch pine for Antwerp. It was midwin- 
ter weather, and the seas became rougher 
as we cleared the coast. Things went fairly 
well until the afternoon of the 4th, when it 
became quite stormy. Next day, when the 
bark was in latitude 33 and longitude 72, 
the vessel sprang a leak. 

Finally it was decided to throw the deck 
timber overboard, and while this was bein 
done on the 6th I was knocked down an 


my leg was broken. After being carried 
into my cabin I tied up the injury as best 
I could. We were in a pretty bad fix, and 


about 7 o’clock on the night of the Sth a 
furious gale began to blow. The water 
was then rising in my cabin, and I had to 
be carried up to the roof of the cabin, 
where I remained exposed to continted 
hail and sleet for four days, until we were 
rescued by the Danish steamship Carl.

Inheritance Tax Provision Condemned 
by Trustees—Election and Ac- 


ceptance of Gifts. 


The future development of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, as well as the improve- 
ments which have been made during the 
past year, were fully discussed by the of- 
ficers and Trustees of the institution yes- 
terday. A discussion of the inheritance tax 
question, the election of three new Trustees, 
and the acceptance of a number of paint- 
ings, recently described, and presented by 
William E. Dodge, J. Pierpont Morgan, Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Marquand, and several 
others, were among the matters which came 
before the meeting. The new Trustees are 
Whitelaw Reid, John L. Cadwalader, and 
Harris C. Fahnestock. 

‘*1t seems almost inconceivable that this 
tax should be levied upon an institution 
like this,’’ said Mr. Dodge when speaking 
upon the subject of the inheritance tax. 
I have in mind now several contemplated 
bequests which we will really be foreed 
to refuse if we are not relieved from this 
burden or some provision is not made for 
paying the tax by the donors, But it is 
unreasonable to expect donors to make 
such arrangements, 

“Take, for example, the Collis P. Hunt- 
ington collection, which is to come to us. 
if the inheritance tax is not repealed we 
will have to pay something like $350,000, 
The tax on the Robert Graham Dun col- 
lection will also be a heavy draft upon us. 

‘““The Trustees have always been very 
liberal, and whenever the institution has 
gotten into a tight place they have gone 
down into their pockets, but they can’t do 
this forever.” 7

MARDI GRAS AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Rex Makes His Entry and Receives 
Keys of City—Immense Crowds. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 18.—Mardi 
Gras festivities were begun formally to-day 
with the arrival of Rex and his retinue. 
The flotilla, consisting of some twenty ves- 
sels and a large number of tugs and ex- 
cursion boats, arrived at the head of Canal 
Street at 2 o’clock. After the landing, Rex 
and his followers were escorted by a mili- 
tary guard 3,000 strong to the City Hall, 
where Mayor Capdeville turned the keys 
of the city over to the monarch of revelry. 
The streets were so jammed that the police 
could not control the crowds. The pageant 
got in trouble immediately after leaving 
the City Hall, and on Canal Street encoun- 
tered an almost solid mass of humanity,

COLUMBIA’S ATHLETIC POLICY. 


Students Vote for a Change in System 
Now in Vogue—Football Man- — 
ager Elected. 


Columbia's entire athletic 
changed yesterday afternoon at a 


policy

of the students held in Havemeyer Hall. 
For some time past the old system of run- 
ning athletics at the university has been 
unsatisfactory not only to the students 
and graduates, but also to President Low 
and to the Faculty Athletic Committee. Ac- 
cordingly, at the request of President Low, 
several of the alumni drew up plans and 
framed a constitution for a new associa- 
tion, which was adopted by yesterday's 
meeting. 

The first thing that the new constitution 
provides for is a general athletic associa- 
tion, to which all of the students and @lum- 
ni ave eligible for membership. The annual 
dues are to be $5, and upon payment of 
that sum each member will receive a ticket 
which will admit him to all games of the 
association held during the year. This 
system is in practice at several other uni- 
versities, but has never before been tried at 


Columbia. 

The Government of the new association 
will be intrusted to a President, Secretary, 
z enauirer, an Advisory Committee, and a 
fon re 


of Directors. By far the most im- 
portant of these is the Advisory Commit- 
tee. Its duties are outlined in the constitu- 
tion as follows: 

It shall have charge of the funds of the asso- 
ciution, shall approve all schedules, budgets, and 
contracts, and the selection of coaches, trainers, 
and other assistants, and shall be consulted on 
a@'i questions of importance, 


This committee this year will be composed 
of Irancis 8S. Bangs, George Edward Wood- 
berry, and J. Boyce Smith, Jr. 

The Board of Directors is to consist of 
the Captains, managers, and assistant man- 
agers of the football, baseball, track, and 
lacrosse teams. This body is to decide upon 
matters affecting mere than one sport, and 
shell have charge of the common welfare 
of the university, 

An important séction in the Yew consti- 
tution is one providing for four special 
committees for the football, baseball, track, 
and lacrosse teams. Each committee is to 
consist of the Captain, manager, and as- 
sistant manager of the team, and of two 
recent graduates of experience in the sport 
to which they are assigned, who are to be 
appointed by the Advisory Committee. The 
duty of these committees is to prepare 
schedules and budgets and appoint coaches 
and trainers and have entire control of the 
sport of which they have charge. The new 
constitution will go into immediate effect. 

The election of manager and assistant 
manager of the football team was held at 
the same meeting, and resulted jn the 
choice of Charles A. Dana, ’02 College, to 
the first position, and W. A. D. Evans, ’03 
Science, as his assistant. 


Yale’s Eligibility Rules Adopted. 
Special to The New York Times. 
NEW HAVEN, Feb. 18.—The undergrad- 
uates of Yale held a mass meeting to-night 
in Osborn Hall, at which the new eligibility 


rules for undergraduate sports recently pro- 
posed were discussed and adopted. 

Only one change was made in the pro- 
posed plan. It was an amendment to Sec- 
tion 4, adding the right to a man to re- 
enter athletics if he has been dropped or 
resigned from his class, ‘‘ at the discretion 
of the Faculty.”’ The rule read before that 
a man could not re-enter until he had 
either made up his year or been reinstated 
in his class. t is a move suggested by Di- 
rector Camp, as its use will be by him in 
Faculty jurisdiction, The rules adopted as 
printed recently in THE TIMES are entirely 
undergraduate in character and distinct 
from the special scholarship rules of the 
Faculty. They restrict amateur conditions 
closely, and are aimed to exclude all sorts 
of professional possibilities. A question 
that came up regarding Capt. Robertson’s 
eligibility under the new rules has now 
been happily paiuate’, and he will remain 
with the baseball team.

Plans Proposed for a Week of Rowing 


at New London. 

BOSTON, Feb. 18.—An invitation associa- 
tion is to be formed, consisting chiefly of 
the larger athletic clubs, colleges, and row- 
ing clubs. The plan has been developed to 
the present stage by those most actively 
interested at the Boston Athletic Associa- 
tion and the Union Boat Club. While the 
work was going on here, Walter Camp was 
instrumental in bringing the plan to a suc- 


cessful head away from Boston. The fol- 
lowing organizations haye consented to 
send entries in the different events; In 


Philadelphia, the University of Pennsylva-

and in the West, Wisconsin. The Durham 
Boat Club of Yale and the Weld and New- 
eli Boat Clubs of Harvard have consented 
to make entires, while Boston is represent- 
ed by the Boston Athletic Association and 
the Union Boat Club, 


Announcement made yesterday that ‘‘ sev- 
eral of Boston’s best-known rowing men,’ 
whose names were not mentioned, have 
completed arrangements for an American 
Henley, to comprise a week's racing on the 
Thames, at New London, at the time of the 
Yale-Harvard races, in all classes, from 
single sculls to eight-oared shells, failed to 
create a stir among rowing men here, who 
Stamped the project as absurd. 

As far as Columbia University and the

Club, said that the matter was new to him 
and that it»yhad not been brought before 
either the Athletic Committee of the ath- 
letic club or the Executive Board of the 
boat club.

NEGOTIATIONS FOR DEFENDER. 


Boston Yacht Ov:ner Seems Anxious to 


Get the Old Boat. 

At the office, in Newark, N. J., of Sam- 
uels & Sons, owners of the old cup cham- 
pion Defender, it was said yesterday that 
negotiations were not offs between them 
and the Boston syndicate for the sale of 
the yacht Defender, and there was a possi- 
bility of a sale being conducted in a day or 
two. A representative of the concern said 
that the consummation of the deal depend- 
ed on whethei the legal firm would agree 
to deliver the Defender at Boston. 

Designer Crowninshield, although saying 
that the old champion was almost beyond 
repair, offered to take the yacht if the 
Newark people would deliver the yacht to 
him in Boston. This means that $3,000 will 
have to be expended by Samuels & Sons for 
repairs. 

Samuels & Sons telegraphed a new offer 
to Mr. Lawson. They, decline to say what 
the offer was, but it is believed to have 
been in the nature of a compromise. Law- 
son and Crowninshield are said to be very 
anxious to get the Defender, and Samuels 
& Sons, although they bought the yacht to 
dismantle her, express a willingness to do 
what they can for the Boston people. They 
say the Defender is not in as bad a condi- 
tion as, Designer Crowninshield seems to 
think. Although none of the firm’s repre- 
sentativedY will say so, it is said at Newark 
that the new offer may be an offer to rent 
the Defender as she lies, the Boston people 
to repair her and receive an allowdnce for 
any new material they put in. 


PROGRESS ON SHAMROCK Il. 


Watson’s Request for Speedy Construc- 
tion Has Been Heeded. 
GLASGOW, Feb. 18.—The protest of 
George L. Watson against the slow prog- 
ress of the work on the Shamrock II. has 
had good effect, and during the past week 
the yacht has grown at a remarkable rate. 
Quite two-chirds of her outer plating is now 

riveted up and smoothed off. 

The are of manganese’ bronze, 
three-eights of an inch in thickness, and 
varying from two feet to three and a half 
feet in width. In the top sides and over- 
hangs the plates are overlapped and rivet- 
ed by a double row of rivets to give extra 
strength to the seams. Below ‘the water 
line, however, the butts of the plates are 
brought edge to edge and are fitted with 
such accuracy that the join is scarcely 
discernible. The rivets are specially made 
of yellow gun metal. They are counter- 
sunk into the plates and are dressed with 
great accuracy, a burnishing machine being 
used to make the joints dead smooth and 
giving the burnished sides of the yacht a 
striking appearance,

CANNOT STOP ERIE ROAD DEAL. 


Mr. Pine-Coffin’s Application for an In- 
junction Denied. 

Justice Fitzgerald in the Supreme Court 
yesterday handed down a decision denying 
the application of Richard Pine-Coffin for 
an injunction against the Directors and 
voting Trustees of the Erie Railroad. At 
the annual meeting which is to be held on 
Feb. 28 the purchase of the Pennsylvania 
Coal Company, the Erie and Wyoming } 
Valley Railroad Company, and the Dela- 
ware Valley and Kingston Railroad Com- 
pany from J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. for 
$37,000,000 is to be ratified. In this deal 
Mr. Morgan as an individual purchases the 
properties and sells them to the Erie Rail- 
road Company, of which he is a voting 
Trustee, at an admitted cash profit of 
$2,300,000 and an apparent profit of $9,000,- 
000. 

In hts opinion Justice Fitzgerald reviews 
all the affidavits submitted. He calls at- 
tention to Mr. Pine-Coffin's assertion that 
the property about to be purchased is not 
worth more than $10,000,000 and that the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad refused 
to take it for $20,000,000. After giving the 
substance of the plaintiff's affidavit, the 
Justice takes up the many affidavits for 
the defendant company. 

He begins with that of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, who swears that he is not a Director 
of the Erie Railroad. This is followed by 
almost the entire affidavit of John W. 
Stern, counsel and stockholder in the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company, who conducted the 
negotiations with Mr. Morgan for the sale 
of the properties in question. Mr. Stern de- 
clares that the properties are worth the 
amount paid for them. He further denies 
that they were offered to the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad Company, and that if 
Mr. Morgan had not obtained them for the 
Erie some rival road would have obtained 
possession of them. 

The affidavits of Abram S. Hewitt and 
Christopher Costello are also quoted, in 
which they say that the porchase is a good 
business move for the railroad company. 

In conclusion the Justice says: 

‘*In reply to the affidavit of Mr. Costello 
and to meet certain reflections indulged in, 
in the argument as to the good faith of the 
proceedings, plaintiff submits an additional 
affidavit verified Feb. 11, 1901, in which he 
states that he resides at Portledge, Bidde- 
ford, North Devon, England, and that he 
is the owner of a trust certificate entitling 
him to 100 shares of the common stock of 
the Erie Railroad Company, that he is un- 
able to give the number of such certificate, 
and that it was bought for him through his 
brokers in London (whom he does not 
name) about Jan. 27, 1901. 

‘* All the statements except as to the own- 
ership of the stock and the residence of the 
plaintiff, in the moving affidavit and com- 
plaint, are on information and belief. Each 
of these statements which set forth a fact 
is met by a serious denial upon knowledge.
